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nearly always the erfleavour ‘has been unsuccessful. As far as the members 
of the Trades’ Association are concorned, there is greater willingness to work, 
1 suppose because the affairs of the town more intimately concern them ; 
whereas tho Chamber of Commerce feel their interest greater in tho work 
of the Port Commissioners. Wo have had many members of the Trades’ 
Association who wero willing to take as much part in municipal affairs 
as is necessary for the well-being of the Corporation: some of them indeed 
have done very good service. Of members of the Chamber of Commerce we 
have hitherto had few, for the reason that gentlemen cngaged in business 
cannot afford the timo. We have only had onc member of the mercantile com- 
munity who has really been able to be on the Municipal Corporation and to work 
successfully, and that was Mr. George Yule, and probably he was one of the 
best members wo have evor had on the Corporation. If other members of the 
Chamber will pay the same amount of attention to the affairs of the Mun- 
cpality as Mr. Yule did, it would be an cnormous advantage to the Corpora- 
tion. The Port Commissioners would probably elect commercial members of 
their body to represent them on the Corporation, and the Chamber would 
naturally feel bound to do the same. But thero is considerable fear that two 
or three valuable votes might be lost, because if it turns out that out of the 
whole body not more than onc or two can afford the time necessary to sit out 
meetings and give their votes on critical occasions, then tho other seats will he 
wasted, or we should practically have the 25 nominated Commissioners reduced 
to 20. This is ono practical difficulty which will in all probability arise. It 
has often happened that some onc who seems likely to make a good Commis. 
sioner if he could only givo the time neccssary, 18 at first willing to do so, 
but when the time comes he finds that he has something more important to do. 
T have in my mind two or threo instances of gentlemen who would have made 
most valuable members if they would only have attended, but experience proved 
that they would not. For that reason I would prefer that the Government 
should have the whole of the nominations, and I ain quite certain that if only 4 
or 6 gentlemen connected with the Chamber of Commerco could bo induced 
to come forward, there would be no doubt of their being welcomed, 

1 am also bound to say that considerable weight is due to the argument 
that voluntary Associations do not always so fully represent the interests 
they are designed to represent. As far as the Trades’ Association ix concorned, 
we know that they have always represented tho trading interest, but 
we know perfectly well that in the case of the Chamber of Commerce it has 
not always been so. Up to abont two years ago four or five of the leading firms 
in commerce would not become members of the Chamber, and therefore they 
would not have been chosen to represent that body. Aud it is perfectly within 
the sphere of possibility that a time may come when the body, which i the 
lincal descendant of the present Chamber, may represent only a portion of the 
large and influential firms of the town; and if that should he so, you would put 
the elections into their hands and take it away from tho others, Mor these , 
reasons, I would prefer to see all the nominations left to the Government. ; 

Then I come to what iy by far the most important and the strongest 
argument of all, that though this system of special constituencies has a greut 
deal to be said for it, if it is introduced it ought to be introduced on the 
grounds of the strictest equity to all; and I am coustrained to sey that so far 
as it appcars to mo this has not boon done. I concur with Sir Alfred Croft 
that it is of no importance whether we have Mahomedans on the Corporation or 
not. They form akind of middle party. In some respects Mahomedans 
naturally agreo with: Europeans, and in somo respects they side with the Hindus. 
They are appealed. to on both sides, as they aro open to conviction, and the 
weight of their opinion is ae often thrown on one side as on the other. Thoy 
represent also a very important population of the town, and it is probably not 
incorrect to say that the people who carry on the minor descriptions of business 
in the town aro very largely Mahomedans, And looking to the fact that under 
cur elective system the Europeans get a proportion of members much larger than 
the Mahomedans do, the Mahomodans will moro particularly suffer from the 
i eed of the last clauso of section 8. If any special constituenvirs aro desir- 
able, Mahomedans should certainly not be left out in the cold. Ido think that it 
is extremely dosirable that the Bill should go forth with tho strictest appearance 
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of impartiality to all intbrosts os far as possiblo, bit I canrit say that this clause 
bears that stamp to my, mind. All parcies are satisfied with the Government 
nominations. The Corporation thomsolves, who have votod on this question 
twice, have almest unanimously expressed their preference for nomination by 
Government, Thero can be no possible question that the very last possible 
hody that would be overlooked in nominations would be the commercial and trad- 
ing interests. At tho same time all would get their fair share, and there 
is no doubt the Mahomedans would feel their position more secure if the Govern- 
ment retain all the nominations in their hands. And to me it ecrtainly does 
seem that if we are selecting special constituencies, to ignore Mahomedans is a 
flaw which I for one much regret. 


Tlis Honour tue Presmenr said:~I had not intended to take any part 
in the debate on this question, at all events at the present time. But from the 
romarks which fell from the last speaker, I presume that I should do well to 
explain my position in reference to this section, ‘The section is or.e for disposing: 
of a certain number of nominations which have hitherto been in tc hands of the 
Government, and transiorring them to certain clective bodies. My hon. friend 
Sir Henry Tlarrison said that he hoped the fact of his being the member in charge 
of the Bul would not be in any way a hindrance to his voting according to his 
conscience. I wish‘to make it clear that I am in no way the keeper of my lon. 
friend’s conscience. But ‘more than that, his remark induces me to state 
mont distinctly that on this point I have not the slightest desire to influence 
any one's vote. My own position in reference to the point under discussion 
is one almost of indifference. I feel very much us Sir Richard Tomple siid 
whicn the question was originally before him—the question whether one-third 
or one-fourth of the Commissioners should be nominated—tbat he really cared. 
neither one way or the other, and was quite willing to leave it to the Council 
to decide. The only purpose to which nomination could bo properly put was 
to redress anything hke a monopoly of representation. For that purposo 1 
hold it to be a very valuable power in the hands of the Goverument. [ cannot 
but foel the force of what the Chairman of the Corporation has said that 
the tendency will probably bo for tho majority of the clocted Municipal 
Commissioners to become wore and more the representatives of a single clase, 
By “class” Ido not mean cither [findu, Mahomedan or European, but people 
ofone way of thinking und of oneset of habits, and it is in that point that the 
danger of a tyranny of the majority is always more likely to lic. I should be 
anxious, in regard to municipul representation, as in political representation, to 
provide in a fair way for sinorities, to introduce diversity of thought, in any 
Bodies of thiskind. If the clective representatives are all professional men, I 
should like to bring in representatives of the wealthier classes who are not willing 
to stand for election. It the wholo were of one roligion, I should like to bring 
in men of another religion. And the same as to particular interests. 1f the 
elected Commissioners represented one special interest, { should cousider it 
my duty to nominate persons of another interest. But I quite agrco with my 
hon. fiiend, Sir Alfred Croft, that the question ought uot to be considered 
as a question of Europeans gud Europeans, or Mahomedans gud Mahomedans, 
or Hindus qué Hindus. It is not from the point of religion, but from the point 
of view of earnestness of direction towards progress or towards reform which 
they would be likely to bring into tho body of the Corporation that the 
question of what class a candidate belongs to has to be considered, and I think 
that is what my hon. friend, Sir Alfred Croft, meant, and that Sir Henry 
Uarrison bas a little misunderstood him. I must take tho opportunity 
to say that I was sorry to see the remark made by the British Indian 
Association that the native Commissioners are to be repressed in every way, 
aod that we are practically destroying the influence of the natives. Can any- 
body suppose that if the proposals made by the Select Committee arc adopted, 
the influence of the native Commissioners will be in any way destroyed or 
repressed? I should have thought that had it been possible to have tho heads of 
the great European firms as representatives of trade and commerce, it would bes 
help, a strength and an honour to the Corporation. My own fear is just the 
contrary, that you will never be able to get the representatives of commeroe to 
go out of their way to bring their knowledge and practical ability to bear on the 
affairs of the town. I wish it could be utherwise. 
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To come back to this particular point, my own position is this. The 
proposal of the Select Committeo will have the effect of whittling away to a certain 
extent the power of the Local Government in regard to making ‘nominations, 
and for that reason I shall vote for it. J think that as time goes on, it will pro- 
bably be found more and more possible to keep down the proportion of nomi- 
nations left in the hands of the Government; but at the sume time lam not 
insensible of the objections which have been brought forward tu the pro- 
posals of the Select Committee as to their particular distribution There is 
something in what was said that there is no guarantee that these bodies, whatever 
they may represent to-day, will represent the same interests hereafter. And 
if you once stereotype tho particular distribution, you will have to go through 
a lowe and disagreeable process to alter it. At tho same time the Select 
Conmittce have given the subject serious thought; and Iam not sure that 
any better proposal can be made. It would be unseemly for me at least to vote 
for bringing tho whole of the nominations back to the hands of the Government, 
but J have not the slightest wish to influence any hon. member from voting 
as he wislies, 


The Hon. Mi. Macinay said:—After tho speeches of His Tonour the 
President and my hon. fricnd Sir Alfred Croft, [have little to say, as most of 
the objections which have heen brought against the clause have been answered. 
J should like, however, to assure my hon, friend, the mover of the amendment, 
that there was not the smallest idea in the minds of those responsible for the 
framing of the clause of injming the interests of Mahomedans ; and I must 
sity that | have had some difliculry in understanding how my hou, friend and the 
Mabomedan Literary Society have come to persuade themselves that there was 
any such idea. My hon, tend has expressed his high appreciation of the 
importance of commercial bodies in Calcutta, and of the benefit which the town 
has derived from commerce Is he prepared to say that 10 is too large 
aw number of Commissioners for Government to nonnnate to represent them, 
and if so, where is the danger to Mahomedaus in reserving this nuntber 
out of the 20 fo commercial bodies? My hon. friond opposite, Dr. Goorve Das 
Banerjee, said that the proposal is unnecessary, because no one has objected 
to the present system as unfur, Te forgot, however, that it had been 
fumid to be inconvenient; and this brings me to my hon. friend 
Sir Honry Harvison’s objection, which 1 myself consider the very strongest 
point in favour of the clause as it stands. Sir Henry TLurison argued that 
because hitherto, with one distinguished exception, members of the Chamber 
of Commerce have not regularly attended meetings, therctore there is a danger 
that those now to be elected by them will not, and that thus valuible votes 
will be lost. But woukl not the Chamber be more likely to tind amen among 
the comnnereial conmunity willing to take a part in the manigemoent of the 
town than the Government ? Whe objection to the present system is that 
Government hus difficulty in finding men willing to be nominated, and that 
those nominated are unwilling to take a share in the work. J can say from 
my own eaperience that I have had, on the oecasion of one vacancy, to write 
to four gentlemen in succession on behalf of Government before one could be 
found to fill it. 1 maintain that the Chamber will be better able than 
Government to find commercial men with a taste for Municipal work and a 
willingness to serve, and that thoso clected would feel a senso of responsibility 
which would impel them to dischargo duly the functions entrusted to them. 
T therefore ask the Council to accept tho clause as sound in principle and 
convenient in practice. 


The Hon. Mr, Moorr said:—I beg icave to say a few words on this 
subject so far a it refers to the Chamber of Commerce. J support the 
hon. member who has just spoken in voting for section 8 entiely: om 
the question of principle, in doing which 1 helieve | am reflecting the fool. 
ings of the cluss | specially represent As 1 understand at, the highest 
authorities in conection with this Bill have conceded that the paramount 
intercats concerned are commercial, and there can be uo doubt that the 
paramount commercial intorests are those represented by the Chamber of 
Commerce. ‘The hon. member in charge of the Jill has expre sed a doubt 
whether the Chamber of Commerce will always fully represeut these Literosts, 
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and he has quoted a precedent against it, the correctnoss of which I must admit. 
But it is amy deliberate opinion that a similar stato of things will never occur 
again, and that it may be accepted that the Chambor is, and always: will be, 
thqroughly representative. The Hon. Babu Kali Nath Mitter has, however, 
twitted Europeans with sewing an indifference to municipal affairs amounting 
to cancelment of their claims for consideration ; but I find in the papers before 
us inmumerable memorials about this Bill from Furopean Associations which | 
submit betoken a condition of active agitation totally incompatible with apathy. 
It bas been further alleged that they show an unwillingness to serve as Commis- 
sioners, and in regard to this the Ilon. Babu Kali Nath Mittor has said that 
they will never sacrifice five hours of their timo discussing important affairs ; 
Dut the view of Europeans is that the Municipality takes five hours to do what 
mmight be done in one, and what they will not do is to waste four hours of 
valuable time. This I know from personal experience has been the main cause 
which has deterrod European merchants from accepting nominations to the 
Municipality. They are not hackward when representutives are required to act 
upon the Committee of the Chamber, upon the Port Trust. and other 
commercial associations, all which represent publie and not merely personal 
interests; but the predominant feature of thoso bodies is to get through the 
lurgest amount of work in the bricfest space of time, and if a larger infusion 
of the European element will work a reform in this direction in municipal 
ae and bring the mectings of the Corporation into practical compass, 

do not believe there will be any difficulty in getting merchants to do their 
duty as citizens in municipal matters as they do in reference to matters 
commercial. 


The Won. tHe ApvocatTe-Guntrat said :—It seoms to mo that this discus 
sion is of very little importance after the declaration of the Hon. the President 
that he intends to support the amendment, because, under the existing law, the 
Local Government is competent to appomt ten Commissioners from the three 
bodies mentioned. He may make rules, and if representatives of the Chamber 
of Commerce and the other two bodies are selected according to such rules, His 
TIonour may appoint them. Instead, however, of nominating members ox(cu- 
tively the Bill proposes to effect the same object legislatively. It is vory im+ 
portant that commercial interests should be largely represented in the Municipal 
Corporation, and it becomes a small question whether the Government haviny 
made up its mind to appoint a certain number of commercial men did so under 
rules provided for their election, or gaye these commorcial bodies themselves 
directly the power to make the election. It is a question whethor the power of the 
Government to nominate should in part he given over to three public bodies who 
possess and represent important interests in municipal administration. I often 
hear complaints made by different sections of the community as to the want of 
representation of particular sections of the community in the Municipal Corpora- 
tion. We are not here to legislate on sontimontal considerations, or to regard 
feclings in the matter; our duty is to constitute an adiinistration which will 
he effective, snd there is scarcely the slightest doubt that the commercial element 
is essentially necessary for administering the affairs of the town in which 
they must be very largely interested. That being so, and it being quite 
cee that members of the commercial community must be selected, what 

ecomes of the argument of the hon. member who opposed the amendment 
that the Malomedan community will suffer? The interests of the Mahomedans 
could not possibly suffer by tho appointment of ten mercantile gentlemen. 
If there arc Mahomedans who are largely interested in trade and commerce, 
their intorests will be well represented by members nominated by the three 
public bodies. The objection that the Mahomedans will suffer in consequence 
of the commercial intcrest boing reprosented as proposed is without found- 
ation and a mere sentiment. If it be supposed that their interests will suffer, 
‘although we may regrot the circumstance, we cannot let that consideration 
interfcre with the admitted necessity of strengthening the commercial interest 
in the Municipal Corporation. 

The Hon Mr. Invine said:—Tho Calcutta ‘Frade? Association has now 
been in existence upwards of fifty years, and no doubt its Members are all 
busy men; and though they have probably -less time to spare than members 
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of the Chamber of Commerce, yet I am certain that many of them aro quite 
willing to give up certain portion of their time for a public puiposu of this kind, 


Tho How. Banu Karr Nati Mrrrer said :—There seens to be some mis- 
apprehension on this subject. I have no objection to members of the commerefiil 
community being represented in the Municipality. All that T saul on the last 
occasion was that if they tcok an interest in municipal administi ition, they 
would become valuable members —T was opposed to this proposal of the Sclect 
Committco on the ground that it would be an invidious distinction conferred 
upon a few public bodies out of a large number of similar Associations Ast) the 
sbecraraion made by the hon. member in charge of the Bill that the Mahomed an 
community will suffer, I think it came from lim in an awkward manne 
soeing that he is the most enthusiastic supporter of the principle of plurality 
of votes which directly goes to the principle of election, and will opcrate to 
the detiiment of that community. I think the Mahomedans muy fanly soy 
“Save us from our friend.”

Tho lon. Dr. Gooroo Das Banersce moved that in hne 3 of section &, 
for the word “resident” the words “ residing or personally carrying on 
business” be substituted. He said :—On reasonable principles the grounds upon 
which one ought te be alowed the right to vote are—firs/, the payment hy 
him of a certain vate of taxation, and secondly, lus haying an inteicst an the 
adininistration ot the Municipality. Now, there may be many rate-payeis who 
may pay a large amount of taxes to the Municipality, such as fees for lieenses 
4v carry on certain professions, and yet they may not reside in Culeutta in the 
striet sense of the term. So far as the first condition is concerned, vis , thi 
payment of a certain amount of taves, they evidently satisfy it. ‘Then as to 
the second condition as to whether they have any interest in the administration 
of the Municipalty although it may not be strictly true that they reside within 
the town, yet they may reside within it for 15 out of the 24 hours m the day. 
In such a case to preclude them from voting merely because they do not, in the 
strictest sense, reside within the limits of the Municipality would be hardiy just. 
That is an anomaly which ought to be removed. 


The Hox. Sin Henry Ilarrison said:—I do not attach any very great 
importance to this question, but on the whole I think it better to Icave the Bull 
as it stands. As long as tho Suburbs and Calcutta were under entirely different 
bodies, a very large number of persons camo into Calcutta from the Suburbs for 
purposes of business. Now, these persons will all be in Calcutta, and thervtore 
the amendment will be almost inoperative; but under the amendment some 
persons living out of the enlarged Calcutta, such as at Howrah, or up the line 
would still get a vote for the business which they carry on in Calcutta, and if 
is on the whole but fair that those who do not reside within the limits of the 
Municipality should leave the administration of its affairs to those who do.

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The Hon. Mr. Invine, in moving the omissior of clausg (f) of section 8, 
said:—Tho Amalgamation Committee, at page 9 of their Raat in ‘spoaking 
of the University, remark: © We do not say that the class who constitute it do 
not find adequate representation under the existing system, but the University 
has clearly a large interest in the metropolis, and it forms a most honourable 
and highly qualified constituency.” 

There can be no doubt that most of the fellows and many of the gradu- 
ates aro already qualified in virtuo of their being rate-payers. And although 
this is not the case with a certain proportion of the younger graduates, I can 
sec no suflicient reason for giving them a yote apart from the primary qualifi- 
cation derived from the payment of rates. Graduates pass through the Uni- 
versity aumuully in hundreds, and might, in course of time, if not immediately, 
cause a serious disturbance of the balance of voting power in certain wards. 

I may remark that the Mahomedans are at one with the Europeans on 
this question, so that the proposal is refined down to a concession to the 

tindus, who. already possess so disproportionate a share of voting power. 
therefore move that clause (/') of section 8 be omitted. 














The Tox. Six Atrrip Crort said :—As Lintend to support this amondmont, 
1 had better explain my reasons for doing so. 1s would be quite out of place 
for me to refuse, and I have no intention of refusing, any legitimate claim that 
may reasonably be put forward on behalf of fellows and graduates of the 
University. But [have uot been able to satisfy myself that this particular 
claim is a reasonable one. No question of course can arwe as to the fitness 
of graduates to vote, and no one can dispute that they womd vote with 
intelligence and discretion. I am sure that the tendency of the graduate 
voto would be to return as Municipal Commissioners men of high character 
and position, But it scems to me that the question is net solely one of fitness. 
[doubt whether the question is at all one of fituess directly. Tho question of 
fitness docs not enter into those which IT consider the leading clauses of this 
section, clauses (a) to (e), which give tho tight tu vote to the owner and 
ocenpicr of houses, to. these who pay rates and taxes, undto those who carry 
on any trade or business ; and these [ conevive to be the only trae and safe 
principle on iw hich to proceed in deciding the qualifications for avoter Clause 
(f) proceeds on an entirely new, and as £ consider, a wrong and daulty princi- 
ple. Itisthis: shat the persons who pay the taxes are not competent te 
decide how those taxes should be spent without calling in men of superior 
leuming to help them. Or else it means that men of superior learning have 
a cliim to dispose of funds to which they themselves have not contri- 
huted. T quite agree that it is possible to conceive cases whero the posses- 
sion of a doezree might reasonubly he held to give a mau the right to vote, for 
instance, in the election of members of Parliament, whero the questions for 
consideration are the most weighty and varied that men can haye to deal with. 
Gut when, twenty-five ycars uge, an attempt was mado to introduce the 
Graduate vote, the sense of the nation at once rejected it aga ‘fancy franchise.’ 
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should decide this q 


nestion are those who will have to pay tie bill and no others. 


But putting aside the question of principle, I come to the form which the 
clause assumes. The qualification is given to follows and graduates. Now 
the corresponding clause iu the Bengal Municipal Act gives the franchise to 
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graduates and licentiates of any English or Indian University ; but that form is 
not adopted in the present Bill. The Bill proceeds on tho assumption that fellows 
and graduates of the University of Calcutta havein some way a close connection 
with Calcutta. That position I cannot accept. Tho University of Calcutta is 
not localised in that way. If it has any local existence, it oxists wherever its 
influence extends; that is to say, wherever its affiliated Colleges aro situated 

whorever its cxaminations aro held, wherever its graduates reside. It is true 
that the Senate Housc of the University is situated in Caleutta. The Senato 
Houso does not belong to the University, but to the Government. Still, in so far 
as the University pays rent in the sense of providing for the repairs of the 
building, and also pays the municipal taxes, the University as such might claim a 
vote in consequence of such payments. In that point of view there was in the 
first draft of the Lill, according to which graduates were to vote in the ward in 
which the Senate House is situated, somo slight and far off connection with tho 
leading principle of the Bill; though giving a vote or ten votes to the University 
isa very different thing from giving it to the hundreds if not thousands of 
University Graduates who reside in Calcutta. But in the present draft the 
voto is given to graduates for any ward in which they reside; and thus the 
last thin link of conucction with the principle of the Billis snapped. You give 
the qualification for learning alone and for nothing else. If that is go, 
Imust protest altogether against the Graduate vote being limited tc graduates of 
the Calcutta University. Why should not the Universities of Bombay and 
Madras he included ?. Why not include graduates of the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, in which the standard of learning is not lower than it tho 
University of Calcutta ? These objections, it is true, are met by an amendinens 
of the hon. member opposite. But there are others no less cogent. There aro 
many men of learning in Bengal whose learning was acquired at a period prior 
to the establishment of the Culcutta University. Ifso, why not give a vote 
to those senior scholars who, to the same amount of learning, have added age 
and oxperience? Again, in determining the franchise fora Municipatity, the 
vory persons who might be expected to exercise the voto with tho greatest 
benofit to the public would be those who have taken dogrees in Medicine and 
Enginooring. The questions with which a Municipality is chiefly concerned 
are questions of health and enginccring, such as water-supply and drainage. 
And yet because the University, by a slight aud trifling technicality, calls such 
persons licentiates and not graduates, they will be excluded from the franchise 
and not bo allowed to vote. To give exceptional privilege to graduates in 
Arts and Law, subjects with which the Municipality is not concerme:, is not 
consonant with sound principle. 


Tho Hon, Str Henry Harrison said:—I think that so far as this clauso 
stands it is a matter of small importance. Its present value entirely arises 
from the principle which it involves, whether you will allow intelligence to be 
a qualification for voting, or must you insist on the payment of rates also. 
My hon. friend, Sir Alfred Croft, has admitted that graduates will probably 
give a very good vote indeed. My view is that when we aro looking for con- 
stituencics to clect members, we want constituencics which will retum good 
members. Generally speaking we want to combine intelligence with wealth. 
Intelligence without wealth is not a desirable factor. Wealth out 
intelligence is also undesirable, because all tho proceodings of tho Municipality 
are conducted in English. But whero you have a high standard of intelligence, 
an exception may be made. ‘I'o omit thiy clause will be to placo high intelli- 

ence in a more illiberal position than elsewhere. I find in the Bill now 
beforethe Bombay Logislature that they propose to give two members to tho 
follows of the University slone, as well as votes in the wards to all graduates. 
With regard to the srgument that we have left out licentiates and also graduates 
of other Universities, I have not the slightest dowbt thut every member of tho 
Cowucil who will vote for the clause in this Bill will weleomo tho addition of 
such voters if any one proposes it. The proposal which at onc time was mooted 
of giving members to the University did not find favour. ‘Then it was pro- 
to give graduates votes in the ward in which the University is situated, 

uit. it was objected that the effect would be to tarn out thy other members of 
that ward. If we leave this clauso out of the Bill, we shull be admitting 
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ourselves to bo more illiberal towards education than is the case in Bombay or 
in tho mofussil municipalities, and I shall be sorry if that is done. 


Tho How. Dr, Gooroo Das Banersen said:—I oppose this amendment, 
because the arguments in support of it are based on the erroneous assump- 
tion that in allowing graduates to vote, we shall be allowing persons to 
vote who are in no way connected with the payment of taxes. A graduate may 
be contributing to taxation, but yet not up to the minimum amount prescribed 
by the Bill. In most cases he docs satisfy the condition of being a rate- 
payer, only not to the minimum sniieeinet The possession of a degree 
which is a sure test of intelligence should be takon, in the case of a graduate, 
to supploment the deficiency in the other qualification, viz., the paying of rates. 
The two taken togethor should make up. for him what is nit up in other 
eases by the payment of a certain minimum rate of taxation.

As far back as in 1832 the Government of India, in their Resolution of 
the 2nd November of that year, quoted in the preamble, suggested the more 
genera] uso in Administration Reports of illustrative maps corresponding in 
size with tho pages of the reports themselves. The Survey Department, it 
was ascertained, wére prepared to supply skeleton maps of the kind roquired, 
and the Board of Revenue and the Heads of Departments in these Provinces 
wero requested to consider what features of tho administration dealt with 
by them could best be indicated in tho manner proposed, 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the object in view is a 
desirable one, and has determined to give immediate effect to the sugves- 
tion made by the Government of India. The replies of the flicors 
and Departments consulted are generally in favour of the proposal, but 
it has been urged by the Board of Revenue that it is calculated to ocea- 
sion delay in the submission of nae and to entail considerable exp: 
With regard to the anticipated delay, the Lieutenant-Governor, h 
ever, is of opinion that, if the preparation of the maps be taken in hand 
with forethought, not when tho reports which they concern are complete, 
but as soon as the statistics which they are designed to ‘llustrate haye been 
compiled, there will be no difficulty in submitting them im proper time, 
and it must be clearly understood that the dates hitherto prescribed for the 
kubmission of reports must continue to be adhered to. It may on oecasion be 
found necessary to despatch the mae at a later poriod to be bound up with 
the reports, but this proccdure should be entirely exceptional, and is to be 
avoided. In the matter of expense it must also be distinctly understood that 
no addition can be madcto existing departmental grants on this account, and 
that whatever is done must be dono within tho limits of budget provision, 

8. Sir Steuart Bayley does not desire to indicate once for all any stereotyped 
a on which maps should be prepared, but must leave it to the Ileads of 

apartments themadlves frecly to use their discretion in the mutter, so as to 
illustrate by this means the special features of the particular branch of adiinis- 
tration treated during the year under report. The person writing a report 
will generally be the best judge of the question what statistical information 
can on each occasion be embodied in maps with the greatest advantage. It may 
be obscrved that the Sanitary Commissioner proposes to isdicate, by shades of 
colour er other appropriate devices, the extent to which operations have been 
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carried on in different localities, the progress of disease, the intensity or persis- 
tency with which it has prevailed, the local circumstances which have influenced 
its prevalence and procodure, its effect on the population, and other cog- 
nato matters; while tho Director of Public Instruction desires to show 
tho general sproad of education as tested by the proportion of scholars 
to population, the spread of secondary and higher education on the samo 
principle, the spread of secondary and higher education among Muhamma- 
dans, and the spread of female cducation, These suggestions are cited as 
illustrations of the principle on which the maps should be preparcd. 

4. For the purposes above set forth, it is thought that maps of the Pro- 
vinee on a seale of 80 miles to the inch, or of 64 miles to the inch, are quite 
sufficient. Either of these scales should be adopted, and it is desirable that ono 
or other of them should bo used in proforence to any larger scale which would 
involve the folding up of, and less ready referonce to, the maps. Tn certain 
cases it may not be practicable to show what is aimed at with distinctness 
except ona larger scale, but ordinarily the 80-mile or 64-mile scale should 
suffice, and no mup of these Provinces on a larger than the 32-mile scale 
should accompany the amiual report of any Department. 

5. The Board of Revenue and the Heads of all Departments will be 
authorized to indent direct on the Survey Department for their requirements, 
and the latter will be requested to make arrangements to supply such indents 
as specdily as possible.

In the letter to the Government of India, cited above, No, 3389, dated 
the 8rd August 1887, the distinction between ‘Service’ and ‘lacensed’ Pilots 
is explained with special reference to the application of the 53 your? retire. 
ment iule, ‘Lhe pilots commonly known as ‘Service.’ Pilots are mombers 
of the Covenanted Bengal Pilot Serviee, and are permanent servants of Goveius 
inent. They were at fist paid fixed salaries, but were afterwards allowed to 
exchange these for a percentage of tho pilotage fecs earned by them and 
those of them who did so were said to have gone on the fr ee list.” All 
the Serviee Pilots are now paid in this manner, They are also compelled to 
retire at the age of 59 under a stringent rule which permits them to retain 
office only in special cases with the sanction of the Sceretary of State. 

The position of the Licensed Pilot Service is quite different. I'l is portion 
of the service was establisned in 1856, because the members of tue revular 
service were unable to cope with the work. They have no privileges as 
regards pension or allowances when on leave, and they did not reecive 
their licenses for any particwlar term of years. Although, howe ver, the 
licenses may be techmeilly revocable, Government has respected their 
claims as far as possible, nd has passed rules for the purpose of Cqualisine 
promotion in the two branches. There is no actual rule neecssitatine the 
retirement of these pilots at any particular age, but the practieal «fli et of the 
orders which hive been passed in particular cases bas been to extend to them 
the general rule applicable to the Uncow nanted Service, under which: the 
retirement of an officer is not enforced if tho Licutenant-Governor considers 
him fit to perform his duty. 

3. The annual ieport of the Port Officer for 1886-87 shows that for the 
last 10 years the average tonnage of the shipping visiting the Port has 
mereased, while’*the average number of vessels visitmmg the Port has decreased. 
A comparison of the two quingucnnial periods -1877-78 to 1881-82 and 1882-83 
to 1886-57—shows that the average tonnage of vessels entering the Port rose 
trom 1.667 tons in the forner to 1870 tons im the latter period ; while on 
the other hand the average number of vessels entering the Port, fell from 
1,058 to 1,088. In the ycar 16-6-87 the average tonnage of vessels entering 
the Port was 2,002, while the number of vessels was 1,020. This incense in 
the averago tonnage, combincd with the deerease in the actwil number of 
ships, has necessarily given an increXsing share of the work to the senior 
pilots ; and while the position of the junior pilots has grown steadily worse, 
the higher grades, or at least the Branch Pilots and the elder membcrs of the 
Senior Master grad», have been earning large incomes. Nor is this Inequa- 
lity in carnings the only evil result; for the juniors, by this enforced idleness, 
are likely to Jose their knowledge of the river, and their confidence in handling 
aship. A remedy for this state of things has twice been sought in a redistri- 
bution of tonuage amongst the difforent grades of pilots. The following table 
shows the alterations which have been made = :

CALCUTTA AND SUB 


The Hox. Sir Itnnry Tarrrson moved that in line 2 of scetion 9, for the 
words “(¢) or (f)” the words © or (e)” be substituted. 
The motion was put to the vote and carricd. 


The How. Sir Huyny TLarntson moyed that in line 1 of the fifth paragraph 
of section 9, forthe words “a person qualified under clauses (a), (¢) or (/7” the 
words “4a person claiming to vote under clauses (a) or (e)” be substituted. He 
explained that this was a verbal alteration, the only difference being the substi- 
tution of the words ‘ claiming to yote” for “qualified.” 

The motion was put to the vote and carried, 


The Hox, Banu Katt Nari Mirrer inoved that section 10 be omitted. 
Ne said :—This is an imovation introduced by the Select Committee, Tt was 
nor in the Bill.as it had been passed by the Committee on the former oecasion 
In his speech in Council on the 7th January last, Sir Lleury Harrison by way 
of justification for this novel measure said :— 


“Tt seemed to have been lett out of sight altogether, he did not say by all persons, but 
by many, and he could cite several of tuo reporis which had been aldressed to this Couneil 
in illustiation of this, that there was a middle course which wedely diflored in prineple from 
this allegiance to majorities, viz. that it was advisable and oxpecient in the highest sense, in the 
cause of good government, that these Classes und persons in the town who were most fitted 
to understand 118 mtorosts and guide irs admanistrition wisely, should bo associated together 
in that administration, and that, as these classes huew best who undtasiood their views and 
their wants, they should not have representatives chosen for them hy the Government, but 
should eloct their own representatives as Commissioners. ‘This principle held up fitness and 
not numbers ay the final fest, and nonmnation was eapressly maiutamed side hy side with 
election on purpose to feeure a proper voice to the classes who possessed fitness without 
Ho hinselt had uo doubt, and he thought that anost ol those he was addresaing 
» that this was the truer interpretation of {he mtention of the L-gislature in invroe 
ducing the clestive system, and at any rate it was the only sound principle which could be 
appliod to the government of a city Tuco Calcutta, This was tho view of the cloctoral system 
whieh ho had consistently held from the time he had had any verce in the government of Caleutta, 
and he had observed tht at led to continual misrepresentation of his ews on oue side or the 
other. If ho suid anythmg or wrote anything deprecating the divino right of majorities, he 
was accused of buck-Ldiug and of advocating official absolutism, If he said anything in 
praise of the good work done Ly the elected reproseutatives, it was at once assumed that he was 
desirous of seeing demorvatic institutions introduced into India, or at least into Calcutta. Now 
the question of the plural vote did seem to him to have some bearing on this very important 
principle. \We neturally took the Eughsh electoral systom as our model, and there we found 
two systems working in local bodies: the system of one-man-one-vote and the plural vote. If 
anything, the plural vote seemod the more favoured, but in boroughs the one-man-one-vote 
system wus \he law.” 








This change was made owing to the representation made by the Trades’ 
Association. ‘They object to the plural vote as it exists at present, on 
the ground that certain classes of persons get an advantage which they 
should not derive, nnd they suggested that the system of allowing the 
plural vote as it exists should be disall@wed. On that suggestion the 
Sclect Committee thought fit to introduce this section in the Bill. It seems that 
if the present system of plural voting is objectionable, the mode of remedying 
it should be to abolish it, and not to allow different classes of the community 
still further power of plural voting. In all the elections of Town Councillors 
in English citics und boroughs, this system was not followed ; the system of one- 
man-one-vote was rigidly adhered to. It was at parochial elections that plural 
voting was allowed, but such elections were different from those of Town 
Councillors, and were not so important. That being so, it seems to me that 
it would be infinitely better to take our precedent from the rules regulating 
elections in large towns,and not from those which prevail in parishes. It is 
obvious that if the system proposed in the Bill pe adopted, one of the principal 
communities ‘in Calcutta would suffer very much—I mean the akcmadee 
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community. In the first place they will suffer because tho smull number of 
Commissioners hitherto returned by them will be reduced by two, inasmuch 
as only two Commissioners will be allowed to each ward, insteul of as at present 
three to some, which enabled them to return in cach of the two latter wards one 
Commissioner from their body ; and secondly, they will suffer, imasmuch as 
being a comparatively poor community they will not have the adyantigo of 
plural votes. It is a singular fact that all the Mahomedan Associ itions have 
unanimously objected to the system of plural voting, and entered their protest 
against it. The Mahomedan Commissioners have also in a body objected to it. 
Tu paragraph 4 of their representation they sty: 

“ We now come to the most important seotions—we mean sections 10 11, and 12— 
which provide for plurality of votes. It is a well-known fact that of all tho {li oe sections of 
tho community, the Mahomedaus aro the poorest, theie proportion to [indus as resuds 
landed property is concerned js uot eyen 1 to 290; while ther proportion fy Chastiins 
as rogards imcome is not oven L to WO; sich being the ere, tho result of these sections 
cannot but be most prejudicial to Muahomedan interests. It is stuted that ut has been the 
tule in Englawt to recognise plarality of votes in mewsures of loci: self-government, anid 
in support of their contention, the Select Committee have cited threo Acts passe Lin di terent 
years. Bot we have Jewnt (¢7/ Jon. Kali Nath Mitter’s speech at the Munieipal 
meeting of the 21st) that there is no town or borough in the whole ol Englinl enjoying the 
privilego of clecting ‘own Councillors whery the system of plurality of votes ay allowed” 


and they conclude by saying :—— 

“Tt istrue that the pial vote has lutherto buen exercise Lin © deutty Members of [Tin tu 
and Mahomedan fumilies lid tho prvile se of voting separately, but so had th» Maropeuns, 
each member of a firm or enen of the occupiers of a house, if he paid proportionately Rs, 25, 
was entitled to vole separately .”” 

Then they have given a tabular statement, showing that, if the plaral voto 
is allowed, they will suffer as well as the Murope ims. How far that ts a correct 
description of what is likely to happen I leave the hon. member im charge 
of tho Bill to say. There can be no doubt that thy adoption of the proposed 
measure will injure the prospeets of the Mahomedans, and at may also injure 
the prospects of the Christian inhabitunts of the town, T have net gongs 
through tho statisties with that amount of care necessary to be able to say 
whether that will be the ievituble result, but | have no doubt the hon. 
member in charge of the Bill will be able to enlighten us on the subject. So 
far, however, asx the Mahomedans are concerned there iy no difference of 
opinion, Now let us see what the Hindus say. The Indian Association in 
their representation of the 26th January say :— 

“Tho Committee would heg to record their humble but emphatic protest aginst the 
principle of plurality of votes which has been recognised im sections 10 ud TL of the Till 
‘Theso proposus, tho Commiltce subintt, aro distinctly rotrogressive in their seope and they 
will smvo to perpetuate invidious distinctions between voters — They eimot ful to enw ne 
trate enormous influonee in determining the elections im the hands of a fw wealthy funihes 
and mercnutile firms, The Commitice are not altogether without apprehension of particular 
wards boing converted into pochet-boronghs by tne operation of these dainses — lurbher, 
the clauses will operate with speewl hardship upon the Mahomedan community, thy mon 
bers of wlych aro not generally wealthy, and for the most part hye i houses that are not 
heavily ratoi, Tho Committee would in this emnection x ter to the proviso of the 
Mofussil Municipal Act to which somo uttontion should be paid, as at is now prop sod 
to incorporate a Mofussil Municipality. Under the Mofasal Municip ul Act the one-min- 
one-vote principle provails to such an extent that within the hmuts of tle same Muneipaity 
a voter is not even allowed to have votes for differont, wards thongh he may hwo property in 
them. And the Committee submit that it iva salutary prinaple, as if prevents parficnar 
families ond special interests from acquiring that propondorauce in the Muneipality 
which would bo fatal to the interests of local self-government.” 

The Indian Association, it is well known, represent tho middle classes 
of the’ peoplo, wh» will not be benofited by this system to the extent 
that they will bo injured. Therefore their representation will not neces- 
sarily attract that amount of sympathy from the Coaucil as that from 
another body who will mostly be benefited by this provision, aud who are yet 
Strenuously opposed to it. It is a fuct impossible to deny that of all persons in 
the town the members of the British Indian Association will be mostly benefited 
by the plural vote, Inasmuch as thoy represent the landed proprietors ot the 
town, and necessarily will have a larger number of votes given to them. They 
ey i— 

_, "The Select Committes urge that if the one-man-ono-voto principlo is adopted, ‘ it ie 
tain that as the.poorer rate-psyers, who will everywhero be the majority, learn to use 
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their power, the status of those who prosout thomselvos for lection will gradually but inevit- 
ably docling; while if woalth is gisen its due weight, bottor and more influential persons will 
be willing to otter themselves for election.” The Committee of the Association regret very 
much that they oannot subseriho to such a doctrine. If it wero sound, the best course to 
follow would be to limit tho iranchise to the wealthy alono by ra‘sing tho limit of qnaliflestion 
toasum far higher than Rs. 25. Tho Parliamentary franchiso hax boon gradually oxtended 
to include less wealthy clussoy than before, but it may bo allowed that the status of membors 
of tho House of Commons has not suffered by tho chango The qualification of a candidate 
in tho Bill has been reduend to half of what it is under the law in foree. If the status of the 
candidates was at all in question, tho limit assigned to tho qualification should have been 
raised, not lowered. : 

“Tho Select Committee ask: ‘Are all rate payers, who contribute up to a certain 
minimum, to be placad on an equal footing, or ure those who contribute most, and who, in the 
great majority of cases, are better qualified to judge of tho needs of tho Town, 10 have a more 
influential vowo?’ ‘The Jast question involves a solecism, J{ van hardly be maintained that 
tho ranks ot those who pay most alone melude perscns who aro qualified to judge of the 
noeds of tho Town; they may as well be found among those who pay least Tie Committee 
would melor to have, m the elestion of a candidate, the opinion of all such persons, whether 
found among tho most or the least paying, and aro unhesitatingly in favour of placing all 
rate-payors possessing the franchise on an equal footing.” 


Of the whole number of reprosentations which have been receivod on this 
subject, allarc in favour of this principle, except the Calcutta Trades’ Association, 
which is not very much in favour of it, though it has accepted it. In their 
letter, dated 24th January, they say in paragraph 7 :— 

“The Committee have given thoir best attention to the provisions of sections 10 and 
11, and are prepared to accept them as an improvoment on tho legislation hitherto proposed 
on tias all-important matter. They eannot, however, but consider that too much weight 
is being still accorded to the owners of property at the expense of the tenants, and aro of 
opmion that the scale for additional votcs under section 10 should be reduced.” 


That is the only body, so far as the public is concerned, which is in favour 
of the system, whereas tho representations of all other bodies are against it. 
Now as to whether it is a retrograde movement or not. Our predecessors in 
1876 thought fit not to sanction anything of this kind, but they went so fur as to 
object to the plural voto as it exists at present. At one period they 
were decidedly opposed to giving separate votes to individuals who pos- 
sessed property in different wards, but ultimately, on the motion of the late 
Hon, Knistodas Pal, the Council was pleased to sanction plural voting as it 
now exists ‘The privilege, however, was of such a limited character that it 
would not justify the Council now to enlarge it, but rather, considering the 
oljections against it, it would be necessary to curtail it. Finding so many 
persons opposed to the system of plural voting, I am not prepared to agree to 
such an innovation in the law. 


The Hon. Movzvie Aspun Junsar in supporting the motion said:—TIt does 
great credit to the lon. member to ask for the omission of section 10, and 
thus to plead the causo of the poorer classes of tux-payers. ‘This section 
would not so much affect the interests of the community to which he belongs, 
but it affects seriously the interests of my poorer fellow-subjects, the Mahome. 
dans. Tho principle of plurality of votes will not prejudice the Hindu rate- 
payers; but, us already observed by the hon. member, it will lay the axe to 
the root of the clection of Muhomedans. If the new sections 10 and 11 of 
the Bill are not expunged, it will make the cause of the Mahomedans worse than 
it is; their rcturn at the general elections will depend eutirely on the suffrages 
ot the Hindu electors. 


The Hox. Dr. Gooroo Das Bayersze said:—I also support this amend- 
ment, which is in fact also an amendinent of my own, and the object of which 
is to omit the provisions in the Bill relating to the schemo of plural voting. 
I do not contend that the principle of one-man-one-yvote is always a perfect 
principle, But I oppose tho schemo of the Bill—jrst, because it is not based 
on any sound principle or sufficient precedent; secondly, because it is not requiréd’ 
to remove any inequality or injustice; thirdly, because it would be a source 
of evil in itself. And I adhere to the existing scheme, because under present 
circumstances the balanco of convenience is greatly in favour of it. As the 
question involved is a very important one of principle, I beg leave to submit'm' 
reasons for it. Now the principle on which the scheme of the Bill is based is 
stated by the Select Committee to consist in “recognising thg ‘right of thosd? 
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who contribute most tothe maintenanco of tho Corporation to a more potent 
voice in electing .the governing body.” That would be justifiable only if it 
were true that all ratc-payers had votes, and the duties of Municipal Com- 
missioners consisted only in the apphieation of the municipal funds, so as to 
give to the different classes of the rate-payers advantages proportional to their 
contributions. Let us see how far these assumptions are correct Of course, 
if every rate-payer had a vote, then as the poor would always outnumber 
the richer classes, the latter might fairly claim the priviloge of pluial votes 
to restore the balance; hut when, as is the case, the poorer classes who form 
the great majority of the rate-payers and pay small sums individually, but a 
large sum in the aggregate, are altogether precluded from yoting, any scheme 
of plural voting for the rich, instead of restoring the equilibrium of ‘lnterests, 
will have tho effect of disturbing it most seriously to the prejudice of the lower 
ranks of the electoral hody. Indeed, at one time, T had a mind to give notice 
of an alternative amendment to the effect that a scheme of multiple votes tor 
the higher ranks of the clectoril body ought to be supplemented by another 
scheme of sub-multiple votes for the lower ranks, so that two, three or more of 
the smaller voters might-count as one. But I gave up the idea, not only with 
the view of avoiding complications, but beeause I am convinced that the 
eye value of rates paid 1s no real indication of the qualification of the \ oter, 

ut only an indirect test of a certain degree of intelligence, the really necessary 
qualification which cannot be directly tested in any other way. “Now ct us 
examine the other assumption and sec how far itis correct If the daties of 
Municipal Commissioners were like those of the Directors of Jcint Stock Com- 
panics, and consisted merely in applying the funds to the greatest advantage of 
the different contributors in proportion to their contributions, then one might 
understand the propriety of givmg to the rate-pavers yotes in proportion to 
the rates they pay. But the duties of Municip Commissioners are reaily of 
avery different nature. It is truo that they have to spend municipal funds for 
municipal improvements, though I may observe m passing that if the plan 
which has been recently adopted in connection with the opening out of a 
certain road were to mect with gencral favour, improvements Could be effected 
without any cost but rather at a profit to the Corporation. But let that pass. 
Municipal Commissioners in spending the funds of the municipality for effecting 
improvements for the benefit of the rate-payers should have regard more to the 
magnitude of the wants of the rate-payers than to the magnitude of their con- 
tributions, Thisis their plain duty: to do anything else would be a gross develic 
tion of duty. On this ground no case can be made oul. But this is not all. 
Kosides spending money and doing other acts affecting the propeity of the rate- 
payers Municipal Commissioners havo otherfar more important duties to discharge 
which concern the convenience, the comfort, and the health of the rate-payers, and 
these are matters in which I submit the poor have fiom the very helplessness of 
their condition rouch greater interests at stake than the rich Therefore I subnut 
it is not easy to undorstand how on principle it can be maintained those who 
contribute more largely oeght to havea greater voice in the election of the 
governing body. And mark the oxtremely artificial and unsymmctrical 
character of the scheme proposed. While the unit vote correspondsto a certain 
annual value of the property of tho rate payer, double, treble and othe: multiple 
votes do not rise in proportion to the increase in that annual value, and the scule 
stops suddenly with the additional tenth vote given. For aught one knows 
there is no reason why it should not go on multiplying up to, say, the filtcenth, 
or why it should not stop at the fifth. Ido not wish to be hypercritical, but 
I submit that the burden lics heavily on those who propose an artificial schemo 
like this in supersession of the natural scheme of one-man-one-vote, to mako out 
not only tho general fitness of the scheme, but to establish every mattor of 
detail it involves. For by stopping short at any onc point, we may be unwit- 
tingly giving an advantage to one section of the community at the expense of 
another. Were the scale to stop at 15 6 at 5, it ae have had just the 

ite effect. So much for the principle of the scheme. a 

Peo let us oxamiye how far tt is Eagporttl by precedent. Tho English 
Statute Book has been referred to, and tho Public Heulth Act of 1875 has been 
vited as a precedent. My hon. friend, the mover of tho amendment, hac 
already pointed opt to the Council that tho Public Health Act applies to small 
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porishes and unions, but without taking an : notice: of that, and without 
saying anything as to the difference in condition of the two countries, it will 
be sufficient to observo that if the Public Health Act of 1875 furnishes a prece- 
dent in favour of the proposed schome, the English Municipal Corporations Act 
of 1882, which is a later enactment, supports quite a contrary view, and is deci- 
dedly in favour of the principle of one-man-ono-vote. Thon as regards the 
Calcutta practice, the instance which has been refcrred to of members of joint 
llindu families voting is, 1 submit, no instance of plural votes. When a joint 
llindu family or a joint Mahomedan family pays @ cortain rate or tax, the 
pay nent of that tax or rate is a suflicient test of the status of the family and of 
the possession by the members of that family of the requisite degice of intelli- 
gence. It also proves that they own property in the municipality. And these 
Conditions being satisfied, there is nothing wrong in the individual members 
of that family being allowed separate votes. Nor even is tho faet of tho same 
individual having votes in different wards an instance in point. Lach ward 
constitutes a distinct electoral unit, and if a man is qualified to take part in the 
election of each of these wits, there is no reason why he should not be allowed 
to do so. So much tor the principle and precedents upon which the schome is 
sed. 

= A scheme so little supported by principle or precedent should require 
the strongest grounds Cf necessity for its justification. But the only ground 
of necessity which has been brought forward, either in the report of the Select 
Committee or in the speech of the hon. member in charge of the Bill, consists 
in this, that wealthy and influential voters will not be induced to take part 
in the elections, unless you raise the importance of their votes, and that unless 
they take part in the elections, the status of candidates for election will decline, 
1 should be most reluctant to accept this view as correct. Indeed the former 
of these two propositions reads almost like a libel against wealth aud influence, 
But if this view is correct, with all my respect for wealth and intluence, 
1 tecl bound to say that the wealthy and influential voter who requires the not 
very creditable stimulus of per-onal vanity to induec him to take part in the 
elections, is not likely to raise the tone of the elections very much. The truth, 
however, is, a5 I imagine, that the rich and influential keep aloof from these 
elections out of mere indifference, induced by a confidence, generally well 
founded, that their interests are not likely to be neglected, whatever the results 
of the clections may be. ‘They further know and feel, and we should also bear 
that in mind, that cven where their interests are neglected, the consequences of 
such neglect to them will not probably be so injurious as in the case of others, 
"Lhese then are the real explanations why, comparatively ora the poorer 
rate-paycrs, the educated middle classes, take such a lively interest in the 
elections, while the rich and influential keep aloof. But we should also bear 
in mind thet whenever the rich and influential condescond to take part in the 
clections, their position and influence always exact for them such deference 
to their views from numerous bodies of tax-payers within the range of their 
influence—aud all this without any coercion or undue influence exercised on the 
pat of any body—that they really enjoy tho privilege of having many more 
votes than one: 80 that in the se pe barge economy of nature wealth and 
influence have all that they deserve without our aiding them with any artificial 
scheme like this. I would also advert to the letter of the British Indian Associa- 
tion, That Association represents the wealth and influence of the native 
community; and by opposing this scheme, it has not only bornc ample testi. 
mony to the healthy influence exerted by the educated middle classes in this 
matter, but has furnished the strongest evidence against any necessity for tho 
proposed change. 

Lastly, T submit that the scheme proposed will be productive of evil. It 
will, to say the least, mar the growing popularity of our municipal institu- 
tions. 1 beg leave here to refer to the words of a great English thinker, who 
has written on the subject:—“I do not deny,” says John Stuart Mill, “ that 
property is a kind of test; education in most countries, though anything but 
proportional to riches, is on the average better in the richer half of sociot 
than in the poorer. But the criterion is so imporfect ;" accident has 80, muc 
more to do than merit with enabling men to rise in the world; and it is so 
impossible for any one by acquiring avy amount of instruction to make sure 
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of the corresponding rise m station, that this foundation of eloctoral privilege 
is always, and will continue to be, supremely odious. To connect plurality 
of votes with any pecuniary qualification would be not only objectionable in 
itself, but a sure mode of discrediting the principle, and making iis permanent 
maintenance impracticable” And if this is truo in England, where wealth and 
intelligence have had sufficient timo to adjust themselves to one another, it 
must be atill more true in this country, where honorable poverty and indigenous 
Oriental Icainmg have ever gone hand-in-hand where proverbially Lakshiit 
and Swaraswati, the goddesses of wealth and intelligence, aro in perpetual 
discord, and where Westorn education, which may not underrate weulth so 
iuch, is an exotic plant of but recent importation. Considcring tho voverty 
of the people for whom these elections are meant; considering that \ 0 are 
about to extend the limits of our municipality suddenly and to increase tivation 
over a largo additional area inhabited hy a poor population ; considering also 
that our municipal administration has to interfere constantly and minutely with 
the daily life uf a heterogencous body of rate-payers—considering all these 
things, I do submit that. it is desirable, for every imaginable reason, that the 
popular element in the electoral body should have the preponderance. This is 
the only way in which we can secure popular confidence and disarm popular 
opposition. Meusures of municipal improvement very often involve the 
certainty of present inconvenience and hardship, with perhaps but a doubtful 
chance of future good. And men of advanced ideas, who have boon styled 
the party of progress—I say it in no dispararoment of thom—are aps often 
to be led away by euthusiasm to foree their incasures of reform withont due 
rezard to the capacity of the people. In such case’, unless their measures 
are leavened largely with the cloment of goodnessand sympathy for tho people, 
which can be secured only by having the popular element present in a large 
degree, their measures are sure to prove distasteful and oppressive. It is 
therefore in the truo interests of progress that I would oppose this scheme, 
which would earn for municipal government the not very enviable name of 
oligarchy of wealth. 

Tho ifon, Sue Henry Warntsow said:—Tho objections which hayo been 
raised to the plural voto are partly that it has been vehemently opposed by 
the leading Associations and the outside public, and partly that it is a novelty 
and not sulliciently supported by precedent. I attach much more importance 
to the second of these objections than to the first. If it is true that this 1s a 
practical novelty, and also that it is not supported by the precedent of Jocal 
self-government in England, I shall bo much lesy sanguine of the propriety 
of introducing it than I am. T understand that we are now discussing the 
principle of plural voting and not the details. [am much surpris! that no 
hon. ember has suggested uny alterations in matters of detail, becanse Tom 
far from sunguino thut the details of the Bill in respect of plural votes are the 
best that can be devised. But in voting on tho principle of plual votes, wo 
should not allow questions of detail to influence us in its consideration. The 
proper way to meet objections as to details would be to suggest modiiertions 
in tose details; and thecfore, until such modifications are proposed, it should 
be remembered. that we are discussing the question of principle only, and all 
who eupport the panes ought to vote for if even though they may differ as 
regards details. The plural vote, ashasbeen pointed outin the report of the 
Select Committes, has been exercised in Calcutta substantially from the outset. 
The provision by which everybody who has paid Rs. 25 is entitled to vote could 
be worked in such a way that all the members of a joint Hindu family could 
vote, and as a mattor of fact in a considerablo portion of the town the plural voto 
has been exercised to a very Jarge extent. It reafly hay becn tho caso that in 
some instances a constitucncy has been almost swamped by one or two rich 
houses, I therefore thought it necessary to introduce some check, and there- 
fore tho chock was to limit the plural vote to six members of «family. Up 
to that stage not a word of objection was ruised by tho public against the 

Iural vote. That practice has prevailed for four elections in succession, 
frost, the exercise gf the plural vote was enlarged in thi Dill so as to include 
to the samo extent Kuropeans in association as partiers Sull no obsjeetion was" 
heard. Eventually the first objection came from the Trades Association, which 
hh an extremely intelligent and woll-considered representation pointed out 
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that to some extent the plural vote even as modified eee Europeans, 
and 1 then suggested that we should not abandon the principle that paying 
higher taxation should givo highor representation, but should make it abso- 
lutely equal for all communities, and make it moro intelligible by making it 
an undisguised plural yote. As the Europeans on the average pay higher rates 
this evidently tended in their favour, and a3 soon as this was done, the pro- 
posal was received with a ‘chorus of disapprobation from all the Native 
Associations Not only from the Mahomedans, against whom the principle 
would tell most severely, did objections como, but from a community who 
ought not in principle to object, and who would scarcoly, if at all, lose by it. 
I think this fact is vory suggestive indeed. I will return to this hereafter. 
Now as regards the question of novelty, how far can it be supported by 
English precedent ? I say that it has overwhelming precedent in tavor of it. 
It is pertectly true that in the elections of Town Councils in England the 
principle of one-man-one-vote obtains, but the boroughs have been at all times 
the stronghold of English democratic fecling from which the liberal party has 
drawn its chief support ; but my hon. friend overlooks the fact that that system 
was as widely different from the system in Calcutta as possible. The first 
principlo of that system was that an owner was not allowed a vote qui his 
ownership. Arc those who object to the system of plural voting prepared to 
adopt that principle as well? Ifthey wish to take English towns as their 
model, they should be prepared to follow the example in its entirety. But the 
Parliamentary boroughs excepted, at every step of English legislation you will 
find the plural systom introduced. The primary unit was the parish whore 
the plural vote was allowed not only at clections, but actually im voting on 
measures The most important unit of local self-government iu England is 
that of the uinona in which parishes are united into unions, which disposo 
of more taxation than any other body, Unions have always been governed 
by a mixed body consisting partly of 7z-oficio mombers, namely, the Justices 
of the Peace, and partly of guardians elected by the system of plural voting, 
When highway guardians were const.tuted, there again the principle of plural 
voting was udupted So again when the Commissioners of Seweis and 
Burial Boards were appointed, they were elected by the system of plural 
voting Then came the Local Government Boards for tho improvement of 
sanitarion, aud here also * See have the same system of plural voting up to a 
maximum of six votes. In 1870 a Soloct Committco was appointed by the 
Tlouse of Commons to consider the system of local taxation. This Committee 
was under the Chairmanship of Mr. Goschen. The report of this Committee 
was, I believe, the last authoritative report issued on this subject. The systom 
of voting was specially examined into by them, and the Committee refused 
to condemn the plural system though specially asked to condemn it by the 
Chairman, Ou the other hand they did report unfavourably of the borough 
system of voting by which owners wore excluded. Tivo years after this report 
was sont iu, we had the all-important Public Health Act of 1875, I listened to 
my hon. friend with great care when he roferred to that Act, and I thought 
it very extraordinary that he should refer to it, as it was #v entircly against 
him, But he passed it over lightly, and went on to the Municipal Act, 1882, 
which was simply a consolidating Act. That Act recognised the system which 
had always prevailed in tuwns of the one-man-one-vote principle, and nothing 
more. ut the Public Health Act of 1875 was a fundamentally construction 
Act, By it the whole kingdom was divided into 985 urban sanitary districts 
with a population of 14 millions, and 575 rural sanitary districts with a 
population of 84 millions; and in these urban sanitary districts Local Boards 
were elected by plural voting, the maximum being six times the mimmum. 
These urban sanitary districts in a great many instances included boroughs, 
and the Local Boards exactly adopted the recommendation of the Committee 
of 1870. do here is an Act thirteon years old—an Act passed after a Parlia- 
mentary Committeo had reported on the subject, we had this eae le adopted 
for the whole country ; and if we are to follow English precedent, I cannot see 
how it can be said that the plural vote is a novelty or without sufficient 
precedont. 

That being so, let us turn to the principle itself. At first sight it commends 
itself to the most ordinary intelligence. ‘laxation or the payment of rates is 
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the basis of reprosontation, and it naturally follows that the higher the taxation. 

the higher should be the share in the representation. We know that in certain 
countries and for certuin reasons that system is condenmed. Mr. Jolin Stuart 
Mill is only one of many radical writers who could be referred tu to provo that in 
the advanced democratic stage thnt principle is objected to; but India is notin 
an advanced democratic stige Therefore, if we im Tudia allow representation 
in return for taxation, why should we say that a person who pays higher 
taxation should have only the samo vote as a person who pays much Tess ? 
The objection to plural voting is taken by two sections of the community ; 
by the Musulmans who naturally object, as they are the poorest rate-payers ; 
but they will not loose relatively to what the state of things was holove 
Jn the case of the Hindu tax-payers, the plural vote is already exercised 

No person would suppose that naturally the Hindu voters in tho town 
would be eight times as much as the Mahomedans, and yet, except in 
the last elections, it has been much more. But no doubt the Mahomedans 
will lose the position which thoy would occupy under the one-man-ono-vote 
system, if the principle of the plural vote is adopted, and I shall very much 
regret it. hat is ono of the detail, which I regret as the result of the systom 

but I cannot admit that because one community is poorer than another, a 
system of such extreme importance should be thrown over. Then when Wo 
come to the Hindus, I think the strength of their opposition is in inverse propor- 
tion to the force of the arguments adduced to justify it. To make his posi- 
tion strong, my hon friend was obligod to pose as the champion of tho Maho- 
medan interest. The moment he passed to the objections of his own com- 
munity, his arguments grow weak. We find the opposition as unanimous as 
possible amongst their public bodies, but the reasons for that opposition are to be 
sought for anywhero than in the arguments ostensibly advanced. This is due tu 
one of two causes. The ILindus in their own wards most unquestionably will not 
lose as a body by the plural vote. the only question will be as to the number 
of votes they cun give im tho other wards? Is their opposition then due to 
their desire to influence more potently the cloctions in tho European wads— 
the Chowringhee and Theatro road wards. 1 do not believe it ix so. I 
believe they will be perfectly satisfied to see Europeans have the representation 
of their own wards. I feel no doubt that the secret of their opposition is that 
they seo in the plural wote a principle which makes something besides bare 
numbers the basis of representation, and that is precisely the very reason why 
I press the Council to adopt the principle of plual voting. The Counal has 
heard an extract from the report of the British Indian A.soctution read, but 
I have had a letter sent to me by a gentleman well known to the Council 

himself an ornament to the [igh Court from which he has retired, and also: 
once a membor of this Council—I mean Babu Mohiny Mohun Roy. — Lho lettor 
is addressed to the Council, but 1 havo his leave to read it in the first instance, 





“ Trequest you will bo so good as to lay before the Legislative Connal the following 
remarks and suggestious which 1 beg to offer on the provisious for plural votes contamed m 
the amended Municipal Bill . — 

I. The principle of plural votes has my hearty approval. [t has caused me some 
surprise and regret to find that Associations which represent very conflicting intercsts, and 
which seldom agree in anything, have rushed in to oppose a principle so just and cquitabto. 
‘When they do agree, their unanimity 18 wondirful.’ My legal etpenence has tanght me, 
however, that judgments from which both the contending partics appeal are rarely wroug 

II. The rule of onc-man-one-vote 1s founded upon socialistic notions and 1s wholly 
foreign to Hindu ideas. Where the elective franchise is high, the rule muy be wnked 
without much manifest disadvantage. But its practica! diiadvantages come promioently 
into view where the franchise 1s low. There the masses completely swamp the clases 
and carry the elections, and are themsclves cartied by artificcs and cloctionccring tactics 
which ao one would wish to see take root as an iustitution io India but which are fast 
growing with the growth of the elective syatem in our municipalitics. 

III. You can cure this growing evil in cither of the two following ways —By raising 
the elective franchise, or by making such an equitable distribution of the votcy as to give a 
larger voioe at the elections to those who beir a larger share of the burden of mummpil 
taxation, . The first is objectionable, tn that rt will aluogether disfrauclise a large number 
of persons. The second, Which is no other than the scheme of plural votcs, recommends 
iteelf at once to our minds as the right remedy. It wul uot disfrauchise any body, but i+ 
will ¢ffect a cure by a much milder treatment, viz, by lowering the value of each vote. 
‘The ‘ted value will be the ratio between the number of preseut votes (n), and the 
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same (n’ plus the additional votes (m) which will be given to plural voters. The Algebraic 
expression for the depreciation will be as follows :— 
Depreciation = 1— ah 2 M. 
n+m n+m. 

TV. I have no data for making the calculation. But Lam certain that the additional 
votes will never come up to anything hhe the present votes. There 14, therefore, uo 
ground whatever for supposing that the plural voters will have it all their own way, and the 
ohjenons founded upon auch fine phrases as plutoeracy and oligarchy will necessarty 
lose some of their force 1 am only afraid that the scheme, with the proposed limit of six 
additional votcs, will be madequate to give the plural voters—that 1, persons of wealth, 
position aud respectability—such a potent voice at the electiovs as muy be desirable m the 
best interests of mumeipal administration 

V. Thhave always held a very strong opmon in favcur of plural votes, After the 
Committee of the British Indian Associanon had sent mits communication, I saw several 
lending members of the Assocition, and ticy agreed with me that it was a very good prin- 
ciple and one quite m unison wita Hindu ideas and feclmgs, Outside of the many Assucin~ 
tions with winch Calcutta is blessed, I saw several native gentlemen of educanon and 
positicn, and explained to them the principle of plural votes. They felt surprised that any 
possible objection could he made to it.” 

Tire letter then contains a suggestion which I need not take up your time 
by reading Tread this letter not s0 much on account of the weigh: duc to the 
writer's opinion, but on account of the clear and forcible manner in which he has 

explained the principle which [am anxious to introduce into tho representation 
of this town. We cannot raise the clective franchise without distranchising a 
great many persons who now exercise it. We have gone low cnough, but do not 
go lower still, But we endeavour to reclaim their fair and legitimate influence 
to the more wealthy persons aud those who pay a larger share of taxation by the 
system of plural voting. Itis all very well to say that as the lower classcs have 
no votes you must maintain the principle of one-man-onc-vote as a kind of 
average counterpoise. I protest altogether against putting the whole power into 
the hands of the middle classesas we find them in Caleutta. Poor men of light 
and learning are by no means the representatives of gharrynyen and hackney 
carriive owners, of petty shopkeepers and men of the labouring classes. I 
therefore strongly press the plural vote on your acceptance, for what T sin sure 
is the very reason that the Hindu Associations oppose it, viz., that it asserts 
the principle that Calcutta is a city in which wealth and intelligence, and not 
numbers only, should be entrusted with power. 

Lastly, there isa point of very great practical importance which has not beon 
touched upon, and that 1s that we are introducing the system of polling with the 
ubject of purifying the clections. So far as polling is concerned, it has 
been truly pointed out that it will operate in a way which will be regrettable, 
namely, that a great number of the moro influential will abstain from voting. 
But I am sanguine that af the principle of plural voting is carried it will go 
far to correct that. When it is known that a person can give ten votes, pres- 
sue will be put upon him, and he will sucrifice a little time to give his votes. 
But when he knows that his vote is sitaply a unit, that its effect will be can- 
celled by the very next man who pays arate of Rs. 25 and goes to the poll, 
it will be a strong temptation to him to say that he cannot afford the time, 
aud that he docs not care to give his vote. 

On these grounds, I shall be sorry if the Council docs not see its way 
to adopt the sy stem of plural voting. 


The Now Sin Atrsep Corr said:—The hon. member who has just sat 
down suggested in the beginning of his speech a moans of escape from what 1 
felt to be a position of considerable difficulty. He suggested that those in 
favour of the principle of plural voting should vote against the present amend- 
meut, but should afterwards propose any modification as to details which the: 
thought desirable. Iimay state at once that I am in favour of the principle 
of plural voting for reasons with which, after the speech of the last speaker, 
I will not trouble the Council. I agree, as 1 said on a previous occasion, 
that the principle which should govern the electoral qualificution is the having 
a pecumary stake in the town, and the greater the stake the higher the quali- 
ficution; hut that is just the reason why the provisions of sections 10 
and 11, when compared with one another, seems to me to be inequitable. 
The scalesin these two sections, for owner and for occupier, respectively, 
aro precisely the same, but because they aro the same, they produce 
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an inequality of a serious character. The differonée between that stake in 
the town which the owner has and which the occupicr has, in respect of 
property of the same value, seems to mo to be very great; and L cannot 
avoid the conclusion that by these two sections the owner of property 
gets far more than his position entitles him to. To narrow the point, 1 will 
compare one additional yote given in section 10 on an annual rating of 
Rs. 600, with one additional vote given in section 11 on the sume rating, — Is 
it possible to say that the owner of a house rated at Rs. 600 iy a person 
of the same wealth and position as the occupier of the same house? It 
seems to me that the oceupicr is ina far higher position, All we know about 
the two men is that one is the owner and the other the oceupier. Therefore, 
so far os the terms of the section go, the owner Las an meome of Rs G00 
only, while the occupier must have an income of a great deal more, becuse 
he pays Rs. 600 for the mere rent of his house. In England it ay commonly 
estimated that the rent a man pays for his house should be 10 per cont, ot his in 
come, In India itis probably higher; and if we put iat one-fourth or one-fifth, 
it will perhaps be nearer the point. On the principle to which I refer, the occu- 
pier of such a house would seem to oceupy a position equivalent to that of the 
owner of a house rented at Rs. 2.400 01 Rs. 8,000. I would therefore ask leave. 
while accepting the basis upon which section 10 is framed, to propose a modi- 
fication of it, viz., that the lett-hand column of section 10 should be multiplied 
by four throughout, s0 as to increase the ownership qualification. [suggest 
this merely by way of indication of what I mean, without binding myself 
for the mon ent to any particular seale. But assuming the scale | have named, 
the result would be that one additional vote, which in the ease of an oceupicr 
would be given by the oecupation of a house rated at Rs. 600, would in the 
case of an owner be given hy the ownership of a house rated ut Ls. 2,400. 











The Hon. Bant’ Kant Narn Mrirrr said:—As the arguments for and 
against the principle of plural voting have been fully laid before the Council, 
T shall be as brief as possible inmy reply. With reference to the complaint of 
the hon. member ine charge of the Bill that this objection was nottaken at an 
early stage, the answer is very clear, namely, that what the Select Committee at 
first did was to put into the law the existing state of things, aud therefore no- 
body took any exception to it. If tho hon. member thought the existing 
state of the law objectionable, it was his place to have taken the objection. 
Instead of that, he himself proposed what was first introduced, and’ it was 
adopted. There is this difference between whot was then adopted and what 
is now proposed; whereas in the one case individuals had votes, in the other 
case the vote is given to property. That is the principal difference between 
the two cases, and the difference is of such importance that one must 
bo strack at it. It is said that the membors of joint Hindu families have 
hitherto exercised the right of plural voting. But in what way? They have 
to show that cach of the members of the family pays a sufficient amount of 
rates to enutle him to vote: when they establish that fact, they are allowed to 
vote. But is the case precisely the same now? No; now the head of a Lamily 
who pays lurge rates, instead of exercising a single vote, would have 10 or 12 
votes; and therefore the difference is very great in principle. We are not 
legislating for parishes and univus, but for the metropolis of India, and therefor 
we should follow tho principle adopted in large English towns, and not the 
principle followed in parochial elections. But my hon. friend prefers to follow 
the precedent of tho small clections in parishes and unions, which are notline 
more than a certain number of parishes added together. My hon. friend, | 
sort of threat, asked whether owners aro prepared to be dealt with preciscly 
in the same way as tho law deals with them in Hugland, but he forgets one 
important thing, namely, that in England owners havo not to pay rates, There 
owners do not pay rates, and therefore they do not vote Here you inaho the 
owner pay rates, and yet you ask whother he is prepared to be dealt with in 
the same way as under tho Knglish practico. If tho offer were made to owners 
to be relieved from the payment of rates if they wouid give up the privilege of 
voting, it is not very difficult to conceive what the answer would be. ‘There 
fore we niust not be staggered with that argument; it has no bearing on the 
matter, and it dues not in the loust help my hon. friend. 1 would ask whether 
the Hindus, as a body, would lose by this provision. [ say they would not, 
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and yet they unanimously object to it. Therefore my objection to this prin- 
ciple becumes very forcible, because it comes from a quarter which is 
likely not to be affected hy it. My hon. friend says, if the TTindus will not 
lose by it, why then all this agitation? They object to it on the ground that 
it is a retrograde movement altogether. Then my hon. friond also. points out 
that no notice was taken of the argument advanced by him on various occasions 
in support of this principle, that rich and influential people will much sooner 
go to the polling stations, if they had a munber of votes to give and could thus 
largely influence the return, than if they had only a single vote, like any ordi- 
nary rate-paycr. Tf that is so, then the remedy is this, that instead of compel- 
ling persons to go to the polling stations, the present practice of yoting by 
meuns of voting papers should be maintaincd—it would bo a mistake to 
raise the importance of any particular class of the community, simply because 
it iy anticipated that persons representing if will not other wise go to the poll. 
In the same way, to meet the objection of the ‘Trades’ Association you should 
disallow all plurality of votes, and not give plurality of vot+s to all classes, 
My hon colleague must have noticed one of the amendments on the notice 
paper (No. 18), which runs thus—that ‘in the case of joint-ownors the 
principal member shall be entitled to vote, and in the case of joint-oceupiers 
the one who pays the largest share of rates, or in whose nam» the rates are 
paid. Should there be auy dispute as to the person who would be entitled 
to vote amongst the joint-owncrs or joint-occupiers, the Chairman shall decide 
between the contending parties.” From which it will be sven thet I anti- 
cipated this objection, and am prepared to muke this sacrifice on behalf of the 
rate-payers, by treating the large owners in the same way as other voters, 
though it should not be forgotten that in the case of elections of members 
of the House of Commons plurality of votes is allowed to persons having 
property in different districts. It is on this ground that plurality of votes is 
allowed under the present Municipal Act. As to allowing plurality of votes to 
jeiut-owners and oceupiers in coming to construc the law, it was considered that 
as it enacted that whoever paid on Ins own behalf rates to tae amount of Rs, 25, 
members of joint undivided families, who paid rates amounting to Rs. 26 
per ,lead, were entitled tu vote. Tf that is aground of complaint lct it be 
removed ; but it does seem to me that neither that complaint, nor the complaint 
that rich and influential persons will not go to the polling stations, are such as 
to justify our adopting plurality of votes. 
The motion being put, the Council divided :--

There are only 
one or two points I wish to notice It will be observed that instead of a ee 
multiple of four, which I suggested a few minutes ago, a sliding scale, rangi, 
from ks. 1,000 to Ks. 50,000, has beon substituted. Noxt, it has boen painted 
out to me that there are two argumonts which may be usod against my propo: 
sition, and which certainly escaped mo whon | submittod it to the Council just 
uow. ‘Lhe first is that the principle of equal electoral power in respect of 
ownership and occupation has already boon accepted in section 8, under which

equally, and therefore are presumed to have an eqnal stike inthe town’ Stil, 
even that 1 would not aceept withont some rescryation 5 bee wse it appears te 
me that the business done by the ocenpior of a house such as the aie it Laster 
Hotel, and the transactionssthat he can os on im re spect of such ocenpition, ace 
yery much larger and more varied tha those with which the owner ot tae 
house as such is concerned IT do not deny the force of those cousmerations, 
but I should still wish to submit the pomt to the decision of the Council. 





The Ton, vin Apvocarz Giyrnan said:—T am very much suprised at 
this amendincnt, whieh scems to me torest upon a punerple insound ind 
unsubstantial, J understool the hon member m charge of the Bill to say that 
the eatension of the principle ot pbhival voting arose from this, that Wt had 
hitherto been the practice to give additional votes im certain eases weoding 
to the amount of taxes paid by rate-payers, and on that the principle ot 
regulating votes aceordine to the emount of tives paid recommended itselt 
asasoundone. This Bill contams a provision that a consolidated amount 
of taxes is to be divided between the owner and oecupicr  Stuavting from 
that point of view, it is obvious thit the oecupier who oceupies at house of the 
annual value of Rs 600 should ave the same number of votes as the owner 
of that house. ‘The prinerple underiy img plural votes, as discloscd by the Bill 
and maintained by the mover. is in direct conflict with the principle (it any) on 
which the amendaent ais restad. A strange proposition has beau enuneraced, 
Tho hon. mover of the amendment contends that aimun who pays Ry. 600 
annually for the house he occupies im thistown must be nec ssuily considerably 
wealtlucr than the mun who owns that house. Tam not prepared to admit 
that proposition T huow a umber of men who occupy houses at Rs $00 
per month or more who do not possess half the wealth of the owners of such 
houses, and it is only inaegard te a house im which the occupia dacs the 
hon member's contention can be supposed to make an approich to the statlag 
proposition he desires to madntain; the imement it is assumed that the house 
ecsupied is used asa shop, boardimg-house, or tor any other purpose of wade, 
the asserted proposition falls to the ground. It is needies, to say more on 
this subject, as it must be apparent the more the natier is probed the weaker 
it will become. 


The Von Sim Wusry Warnison said: —The Ilon Sir Alfred Crofts 
proposal is, us the Iearned Adyocate-General hits pomted out, au extension of the 
principle of the phual vote, but L do not think itasacmtadution of it 
Assuming that greater taxation should be recognin.d as a givund for Ingher 
representation, the argument comes nearly t) this, that 2 persou who pass the 
lngher taaation is on the average more intelligent and understands mimnecip al 
wants better than persons who pay a lower rate of taxation Aldiough it 
may be sonietimes true that the occuper of ahonse of Rs 4,000 may not be 
richer than the owncr of that house, if the owner fis ten suel houses he will 
get votes for each suc] house in other wards. My own views are vary divided 
as regards this amondment. 1 am ratisfied with the Bill as it stands, and 
1 do not think the owner wid have any widue weight undei it. In the 
Parliamentary Select Committee already referred to their cttorts wae entucly 
in the other direction, their fear was that the occupiers would outvote the 
owners; and they proposed as a distinct recommendation that the owners 
should vote separately from the occupiérs and should have separate manbers 
Ihave no objection to see my hon. friend Sur Alfied Croft's amendment 
geet but 1 regard it as a new development of te principle adopted by 


The Hon. Dz. Goordo Das Banensex soid:—I will add my fecble voice 
te the forcible opposition of the hon. the Advocate-Cien:1al ag inst this some- 
what strange and stirtling amendment One could understand the principle 

Mt. talsh -edntibited +6 the Municipality might bo made the basis of repre- 
sentation, But that is met the amendment before the Council, and we find 
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not wealth contributed by the voter, but wealth posscssed by him proposed as 
the basis of representation. Such a proposition nobody has yet heard of, It 
has been suid that a man who pays a rent of Res. 600 for a ae is a richer 
man presumably than the man who owns the house. ‘That may or may not 
be the cure. The question was not. whether a man was richer, but whether 
he contributed more to tho Municipality. The hon. mover of the amend- 
ment has not been able to assert that the man who pays Rs. 600 as house-rent 
is necessarily more intcliigent. Wealth may vary with the rates levied, but 
intelligence does not so vary. Jt may be that a man who pays Rs. 600 house- 
rent may haye larger concerns to carry on, ang for that purpose a greater 
interest in the aflai:s of the Municipality, but the hon. mover of the amend- 
ment forgets what 1s very evident, that a man who owns a house has a moro 
abiding interest than the sojourner who cones lcre for the exercise of his 
profession, or his calling, and then leaves the country. Any mumcipal improve- 
ment which may be carried out has a permanent effect on the property of one 
man, but only a temporary cflect as far as the other 1s concerned. I’rom this 
point of view also, I submit that this amendment should not be supported. 
The motion was put to the vote and negatived. 


The Ifox. Str Hrnry ILarrison moved that for the first paragraph of

The How. Dr. Gooroo Das Ranzrsee moved that for the fourth paragray 
of section 9, the following be substituted :— . a 
“A person qualified under clause (a) of section 8 shall vote in the i i is 
place of ees! ‘ situated, or in tho ai in which he resides.” ans wnehi 
The object of tlis amendment, ho said, was shortly this. A rate-payer 
possessing the necessary qualification by reason of his paying a license fee in 
respect of his business may reside in one ward, and have his place of business 
in avother. Presumably, he is interested in the welfare of both the wards, and 
ought to be allowed to vote in either. Where his place of residence has more 
anence or mure importance, he would select that as the ward in which he 
would vote. Thore are other instances in which the reverse may be the case’ 
and the voter may prefer to vote iri the ward in which he has his place of 
business. But in cither case heis the best person to decide tho affairs of 
which ward interest him most, and therefore he ought to have the right to 
choose the ward in which he will vote, instead of the Act fixing the ward for 
him. My amondment leaves him that option to the fullest extent, whereas the 
clauso of the Bill does not. ‘Therefore t submit that the amendment meeta the 
requirements of the case better than the provision in the Bill. * use git 


The How. Basu Katt NatH Mirrersaid:—The Bill, as original! the 
Select Committee, contained this clause:— A person quaiided usher dee 
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shall vote in the ward in which the porson exercises his calling or carries on the 
business in respect of which, the licenso is taken out” My hon. friend the mover 
pf the amendment wants to extend that principle, and leave an option to the 
person as to whether he will vote in the ward in which he lives, or in the 
ward in which he carries on his business. That isa further extonsion of m 
own amendment, and I support it. But tho real object of the amendment is 
this, that, if the proposal of the Select Comuuttce as carried, a very largo 
number of persons carrying on business in Ward No. 12 will not be able to yote 
in that ward. The whole of the barristers, pleaders, and attorics, who at 
present can vote in that ward, will be precluded fiom yoting if this provision of 
the Bill is not altered. I think they are persons eminently qualified to select 
their representative, and Ido not see why they should be deprived of the 
right of selection, In the report of the Select Committee, it is pointed out 
that in Ward No. 12 the resident voters suffer, because these outsiders olect one 
or two mombers by their numbers. As the bill provides that each ward should 
roturn only two members, the resident members will return one, and probably 
tho barristers, pleaders and attornies the other. A great doal of importanco 
has been attached to the residential voters, but after the provision which has 
been passed by the Council allowig the Trades’ Association to elect four 
members, they will be persons who will be most interested in Ward No. 12, 
and they will have another member elected under the general clause. I do 
not see why it is necessary to deprive this non-residential class of the right of 
voting in this ward tor tho benefit of the residentiil voters If you do so, you 
will deprive a large number from voting at all. Suppose four persons living in 
Howrah carry on busimess m Culeutta; they will, under the Hill, have no 
yote at all; whereas if they are allowed to vote in the ward in which they 
carry on business, they will then be able to vote. I am told by the hon. 
mover of the Bill that residence in the town is meant, but the hon. and learned 
Advocate-General will no doubt tell the Council that there is a decision on the 
point. The question came upunder the provisions of the Bankruptey Law 
where the term used was ‘‘residing” A person living on the other side of 
Cireular Road apphed for the benefit of the Act, and the High Court held that 
earrying on business in Calcutta was sufficient residence to bring him within 
that soction And yet an amen tment was thrown out the other day which 
provided that a person who carried on business in the town would be entitled to 
vote. Itseems to me only right and proper not to deprive these persons of 
their right to vote. 


The Hoy. 1mm Apvocatr Grxrrau said :—The meaning of the expression 
“carrying on business,” according to all the decisiuns, is that the person should 
have his place of business and pay rates. Section 8 allows him to do that and 
it comes within the rule. But J never heard that a man is held to be resident 
in a place it ho has not a place in respect of which he pays rates and taxes, 
The meaning of the term “resident” in section 8 is that they should be 
bodily or generally resident , and section 9 provides that “a person qualified under 
clause (d) shall vote in the ward in which his place of business is situated, 
otherwise ir: the pluce in which he remdes.” But we are now asked to introduce a 
third condition of voting, viz, that a person who has no place of busmess for 
which he pays taxes, but hus an entails business and is not resident in the 
town, should still be entitled to vote. With regard to what fell from my hon. 
friend Babu Kali Nath Mitter, I find it stated iu Maxwell on Statutes that 
“in general a pluco of business will not be regarded us the place of voting.” 


Tho Ifoy. Sim Heney Hagrison said;~-If this amendment is carried, 
the elections might be swamped even by clerks who come daily into town for 
the purpose of attending the public office in Ward No 12. ‘Ihe objcct of this 
section has been correctly stated by my hon. friend Babu Kali Nath Mitter, that 
the residents of Ward No. 12 muy be ableto elect the members of Ward No. 12. 
It is one of the wealthiest wards in the town, Wards 12 and 6 pay on the whole 
tha largest amount of taxation. Ward No. 12, in which this Council Chamber 
is situated, isthe ward in which the business of Ewopcan firins is carried on more 
thad in any other part of the town ; theretore it isthe part of the town in which 
European ‘business ought to find its representatives but owimg to the way in 
whiohthe section was worded before, the High Court being also situated in this 
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ward, represontation was given nvt only to those who live in the ward or have large 
business houses und pay rates in it, but also to the, barristers, attormes, and 
vakcels of the High Court, because they take out licenses of Its. 50 aniually and 
practice their profession in the Small Cause Comt or the High Comt. It will be 
quite sufficient to indicate the necessity of this section if 1 say that in the four 
elections sinee 1876, nine out of the twelve members elected in this the chiof 
business ward ef the town have been pleaders or attemies. J hardly think it ne- 
cessary to pui the fuets stionger than to say that the residents of the ward could 
not do more than secure one member against the vote of the legal element. Lf it 
is in the new Corporation the wish of the Council that Ward No 12 should be 
represented hy one legal member and one resident member, thar this amend- 
ment ought to be passed; but if they think thatthe rsidents of the ward have 
aright to clcct their own representatives, then J dink the section as it stands 
is perfectly correct. : 

The motion was put to the yote and negatived, 

The Hon. Mr. Inviye said:—I haye the honour to move that for section 
18, the following be substituted :— 

“Whonever an cual number of votes is given to two or more candidates at any election 
undet {lus Act, the candid ite for, whom tho gicatest number of rate-payars Lave voted shall 
be hold to be deeted; and im case of an cquality of votes m this respect, the Chinaman. shall 
givo a carting vote, and the candidate to whom puch vote is given shall be hold to be 
elected ” 

It will, I think, be admitted that it is desirable to relieve the Chairman as 
far as possible fiom the often invidious and unpleisant task of niving a 
casting yote in order to decide the lection of a candidate. The custom of 
England is, 1 widerstand, to elect the candidate for whom the greatest number 
of rate pay ers have voted in case of an absolute equality of votcs. In the 
highly improbable contingency of a dead-heat also ¢ cowning in the number 
of rate-puyers voting for two candidates, the Chainman wight then be called 
upon to give his casting vote. 


The Tlox. Str Winey Harrison said :—I am willing to acec pt this amend- 
wont, but its importance is not great, Lecause the Chairman of the Corporation 
has never yet had to give a custing vote. in France, when such a case occurs, 
the clder of the candidatcs is selected ; in Bumbay they east lots. I understand 
the meaning of the amcudment to be this, that if each candidate has 1,500 votes, 
then if in the one case TOU voters make up the 1,500 votes, and there were 
600 voters on the other side, then the candidate tor whom the greater number 
of persons voted would be declared tu be elected. If that 1s the meaning i have 
no objection. 


+The Tox. Dr. Gooroo Das Banrrsen supported the amendment on the 
ground that it would in theory at least be a good corrective of the scheme of 
plural votes. 


The llox. Mr. Reynotns said :—In the event of auch a contingency 
: happening, will there be any difficulty in ascertaining which candidate hag the 

greatest number of sapporters? In the caso of there being 1,400 votes on each 
side, will there be any difficulty in ascertaining that 700 rate-payers voted 
for one canlidate, and only 600 for the other ? 
a: The Yon. Sim Henry Ianuison said:—That can easily be uscertained 
from the returns. I am glad to sce that the objection to the plural vote has 
dwindled down to such a small compass that the objections to it would be 
¢orrected by so comparatively trifling an amendment as this, 

The motion was put to the vote and earricd.

As far back asin 1882 the Government of India, in their Circular of 
tho 2nd November of that year, quoted in the preamble, suggested the more 
general uso in Administration Reports of illustrative mups corresponding in 
sizo with the pages of the reports themselyes. ‘The Survey Department, it 
was escertaincd, were prepared to supply skeleton maps of the kind required, 
and the Board of Revenue and the Heads of Departments in these Provinces 
were requested to consider what features of the administration dealt with 
by them could best be indicated in the manner proposed, 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the object in view is a 
desirable one, and has determined to give immediate effect to tho sugges- 
tion made by the Government of India. The replies of the Ofticers 
and Departments consulted are generally in favour of the proposal, but 
it has been urged by the Board of Revenue that it is calculated to ocen- 
sion delay in the submission of reports and to entail considerable expense. 
With regard to tho anticipated delay, the Lieutenant-Governor, how- 
ever, is of opinion that, if the preparation of the maps be taken in hand 
with forethought, not when the reports which they concern are complete, 
but as scon as the statistics which they are designed to illustrate have been 
compiled, there will be no difficulty in submitting them in proper time, 
and it must be clearly understood that the dates hitherto prescribed for the 
submission of reports must continue to be adhered to. It may on occasion be 
found necessary to despatch the map at a later period to be bound up with 
the reports, but this procedure should be entirely execptional, and is to be 
avoided. In the matter of expense ii must also be distinctly understood that 
no addition can be made to existing departmental grants on this account, and 
that whatever is done must bo done within the limits of budget. provision, 

3. Sir Steuart Bayley does not desire to indicate once for all any stereotyped 
plan on which maps should be prepared, but imust leave is to the Heads of 

epartments themselves freoly to use their discretion in the matter, so as to 
illustrate by this means the special features of the particular branch of adminis- 
tration treated during the year uader report.

its prevalence and procedure, its effect on the population, and other cog- 
nato matters; whilo the Director of Public Instruction desires to show 
the general spread of education as tested by tho proportion of scholars 
to population, the spread of secondary and highor cducation on tho same 
principle, the spread uf secordury and higher edecation among Muhamma- 
dans, and the spread of female education. These suygestions are cited as 
illustrations of the principle on which the maps should be prepared. 

4. Wor the purposes above set forth, it is thought that maps of the Pro- 
vinco on a scale of 80 milos to the mch, or of 64 miles to the inch, are quite 
sufficient Either of these scales should be adopted, ard it 1s desirable that one 
or other of them should be used in preference to any larger scale which would 
involve the folding up of, and less ready reference to, the maps. In certain 
cases it may not be practicable to show what is aimed at with distinctness 
gacept on a larger scale, but ordinarily tho 80-mile or 64-mile seale should 
suffico, and no map of these Provinces on a larger than the 32-mile scale 
should accompany the annual report of any Department. 

6. The Board of Revenue and the Heads of all Departments will bo 
authorized to indent direct on the Survey Department for their requirements, 
and the latter will be requested to make arrangements to supply such indents 
as speedily as possible.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE MELKOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTIL OF JANUARY 1588. 

Tur normal metevrolocy of January 18 very similar to that of the two previons cold- 
weather months, eacept thot im this month the north-east monsoon conditions are, if 
anything, more strongly divcloped than im the earlier part of the season, Temperatures 
continue low throughout the month, there bemg a considerable difference between the 
day and might temperatures, the latter being ficquently very low, lanly strong northerly 
winds, with practically cloudless shies, prevail, though somctimes towards the end of 
January southerly winds sct in at the stations on the sea coast in the south of the provinec, 
Pressure is also usually gh throurhout the month, and Jiuunadity ws moderite, Under 
these normal conditions rainfall as practically absent from the while province, but from time 
to time the normil conditions are liable to be almost entncly reversed by the formation or 
appearance of barometne depressions over Northern Jada, which subsequently dnft im a 
southerly or sonth-easterly dirccaon through Central India and the North Western Proviners, 
and may even pass over Bengal. These dssturbinees give southerly and south-casterly winds 
in Bengal, with heavily clouded skies and dimp rainy weather, the day tempe' iture during, 
such times becoming very low, but the nimimum or mght temperatures rise very rapidly. 
During the cecurrence and passage of these depressions or feeble storms, there ore, weather 
conditions 10 Bingal became almost entacly revorsed, aud these disturbed coudiions may last 
perhaps threc or fuur days at a time, 

The avcrage raofill ul January im Bengal as very emall, and is entirely bronght up by 
the disturbed conditions just reterrcd to, The ramfall is mm most disticts only equal to 
about half an inch wiule the largest yatiauons are frum a fall of 0 42 inch im Orissa to one 
of 061 inch an Behar 
Mctevrology of the month.—The chicf features in the mcteorclogy of Januory 1888 have 
been — 





1, Pressuro has been decidedly in excess over the whole of the Pion ice of Bengal, 
the excese averaging abont 0033 inch, the distribution of the excess being 
fairly equal im diferent aistncts In Assam pressure has been almost normal. 

2. Temperature bas been decidedly below the normal over the whole of Kengal tho 
meat temperature being in defcct by 13° In Assam, on the other hand, 
tompcrature has been almost normal, 


3. Humidity bes been decidedly below the normal at almost ail stations. 

4, Cloud proportion has been decidedly larger thau usual at almost every station .o 
Bengal and Assam, 

5 Avthe latter end of the month a very well marked and mfluential barometne 


depres ion travelled from near Quetta througn Central Inaa, and passed 
through the soutu of the provinces entermg the Bay of Bengal near Gopalpore, 
and crossing it to near Aky ib, where at aga pisscd inland or disappeared, 

6 Comparatively heavy rainfall has Leen recerved over Chutia Nagpur, South 


Benar, Orissa, South-West aud Kust Bengal, and hight ram im Nortu Bengal 
ard North Behar. 


The only point of interest in the meteorology of the eaily part of January was the 
formauion of a cyclome storm in the Arabian Sea, which travelled ma northerly direction 
up the Bombay coast, and which reached Bombay about the 4th or 5th of the month, 
The existence of this storm apparently accounted for the partial reversal of tho north-east 
monsoon or evld-weather conditions which tovk place in Chutia Nagpur and South 
Behar, and over pirts cf Bengal from about the 4th to the Gth of the month, during which 
time moderate rain f }} over Chntia Nagpur and South Behar. Fron: this time, up till about 
the 20th of the month, there were no changes of any practical importance, and fine scttled 
weather obtained for the greater part of the time; but from tins date the settled conditions 
cowmenc:d to change. Ou the 20th the weather conditions over the whole of India 
wore farly normal cxecpt that a large low pressure area was appearing, the centre of which 
was south of Quetta and west of Jucobabad. On the 21st the area of low pressure moved 
to the east-south-castward, aud a large diflused depression existed over Sind, Guzerat, 
Central India and the Gerars. On the 22nd tho depression concentrated and became 
rather more local, and the centre appeared to phe west of Ajmcre and Jeypore, On the 
23rd the depression travelled slowly south-castward, and the centre was near Seon in the 
Central Provinces, while un the 24thit had advanced to near Raipur. On the 25th and 
26th the depression contimucd its east-south-easterly advance, and on the 27th it was 
near Gopalpur, and it subsequently entered the Bay of Bengal, croseiny it apparently im 
an almost due easterly direction, aud on the 29th it was approaching the eust coast of 
the ay, and its centre was not far from Akyab, while on the 30th it had apparently passed 
mland into Upper Burma, or perhaps bad broken up, and the depression ceased to exert 
any further influence on the meteorology of India, This important storm, though only 
of decidedly feeble nature, had therefore a life history of at Jcast ten days, and it certainly 
travelled oyor a distance of practically two thougand miles, af not considerably further. 

This deprissi mn or fecble storm naturally very materially influenced the weather in 
Bengal, and the usual north-cast monsoon conditious became almost entirely reversed. The 
reversal of the conditions commenced in the western and northern districts, and gradually 
spread over the eastern oud gputh-eastern, Thus from about the 22nd, skies clouded over 
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and rain commenced to fall in South Behar and Chntia Nagpur; these conditions extended to 
parts of South-West Bengal on the 23rd, and on the 26th and 27th disturbed conditions 
existed over the whole provinco, and mod¢rate to heavy rain became gencral in all districts, 
At this time the depression was lying over Orissa, and the whule province was influenced 
by it. At the same time the northerly wind current which had been previously blowing 
over Bengal became almoxt reversed, and light southerly winds wore reported in many 
instances. Tlumidity also rose very rapidly, while the night temperatures mcreased, though 
the day temperatures still remained low. With the continued southeasterly or easterly 
movement of the depression, the area of rainfall moved to the eastward, and on the 28th 
rain fell pretty generally m Kast Bengal and at the stations in and near the Inils of North 
Bengal, while a few showers fell im Orissa; but after this date skies cleared rayndly, 
temperature ond humidity decreased, and pressure rose very gencrally, while a strong 
and very cold northerly current flowed over Bengal, the air currents at this time beng 
of a particularly low temperature, owing apparently to the cooling effect of the accu. 
mulation of snow on the hulls, and to the heavy rainfall over Upper India. The snowfall in 
the hills, due to this storm, apoears to have been very heavy, and several stations reported 
falls of snow several days in snccession. At the close of the month therefore the cold- 
weather conditions were present over Viengal and Assam in a well marked manner. 
Pressure.—Vhe variations of prrssare during the month have been rather large; during 
the first week pressure was abovo the normal hy 0072 inch; in the second week this excess 
had fallen to 0.05 inch, while in the third week a rapid fall had taken place, and pressure 
became 0:014 inch in defect. A slight recovery took place towards the end of tha month, 
and for the last weck pressure was again in excess by 002 inch. Kor the whole 
month, taking into consideration only those stations from which observations have been 
received for a series of years, aud which therefore yield rehable averages, the moan 7 ressure 
of the province of Bengal has been 0-033 inch in excess of the normal, The largest excess 
registered 1s one «f OUIG inch at Berhampore. In Assam the variations of the mean 
pressure from the normal have been very small, the largest beng an excess of 0 0) inch 
at Sibsaugor, while the average pressure of all the stations has only been 0 005 in excess. 
"’mperature.—Vhe variations of temperature have also heen large, particulariy towards 
the end of the month, and at some stations the day temperature for the last week averaged 
8° and 9° below the normal. As during the earlior part of the month temperatare lind 
been in certam cases,rather considciably above the normal, the mean variation for the whole 
month is comparatively small, and temperature in Bengal kas generally been 1-}_ aw defect, 
The largest defect has been in Chatia Nagpur, where at has averaged newly 8% Tn Assan, 
on the other hand, the variation of temperature from the normal has been a defict of ouly

Ar tho close of the previous week a low pressure area had been developed over Orissa 
and parts of West Bengal, and on Friday, the 10th, the depression had dnitted im au casterly 
direction avd bad established itsclf over Hast Bengal, giving moderate to heavy rain over 
this district. On the 11th or the first day of the present weck, however, piessuro increased 
briskly over East Bengal and Assam, aud shghtly over the other parts of Kengal, and the 
depression practically disappeared and weather conditions therefore rapdly improved over 
the province, while temperature commenced to fall rather rapidly, and on this day rainfall 
was practically absent over the whole province. Ou the 12th, however, owmy to rather 
irregular barometric changes which took place over Upper India, a large shallow depression, 
was formed over North-Western India, Gnzcrat and the Central Provinces, and with the 


formation of the disturbance afew showers fell in Orissa, 


On the 18th the barometne 


depression apparently moved towards the east, and it commenced to affect the weather in 
Bengal and Onssa when winds strengthened m Orissa and conditions again became unsettled. 
Skies alvo clouded over and rain commenced to fall, rainfall being received at a con- 
siderable numbcr of stations in Orissa and 1a South-West and Mast Bengal, and at a few 
in North Bengal. On the 14th tho depression enlarged aud beeame more shallow, and 
through it sul extended over a considerable part of Bengal its effect was feeble, and again 
on this day ram showers wire received only mm parts of Onssa, South-West and Kast Bengal, 
and the rainfall did not extend to the other districts, though a few local showers were 
reported from Chutia Nagpur. On the 15th the low pressure arca was still more feeble, 
and on the 6th it had entirely disappeared. 
conditions in Bengal became settled and rainfall ceased, 

The winds blowing over the proviuce during the greater pirt of the week have been 
more or less northerly at the majority of stations, but at all the coast stations an‘ at some 
of those inland, and particularly when affected by the depression, southerly winds set m 
for sevoral days, As usual also, with the setting in of southerly winds, hunudity and

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SUMMARY OF THR RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 247ra OF 
FEBRUARY 1888. 


Tax meteorological conditions which obtained over Bengal at the close of the previous 
week were those which mark the transition from the cold weather period to the commence- 
ment of the hot season. These conditions have also held gogd throughout the present week. 
The winds blowing at the southern stations have been very variable in direction, southerly 
winds prevailing on some days and on others being driven back by a northerly or north- 
westerly current. Westerly winds have prevailed generally at the inland stations, and in 
Behar these winds have decidedly increased in force. The variations in temperature have 
been considerable, there being great difference between the temperaturea of the day and 
night, and on the whole there has been a steady rise of temperature during the week, and 
the mean temperatures of the last days were decidedly higher than those at the commence- 
ment of the weck. The changes of humidity have also been remarkable, and from the 18th to 
the 19th in particular a very rapid decrease in humidity took place, the decrease st Saugor 
Island equalling no Jess than 53 per cent., while at Calcutta the decrease was 45 per cent. 
On the whole, the humidity for the week has been moderately law. For the greater part 
of the week the movements of the barometer have been small, though pressure has steadily 
risen for about five days, but on the 19th ard 24th pressure increased somewhat rapidly. 
Over the greater part of the province therefore the meteorological conditions for the week 
call for no remark, beyond that fine clear weather, with increasing temperature, rather low 
humidity, and no rain, has generally prevailed; but, on the other hand, for the first day 
or two in the week conditions were slightly unsettled in East Bengal, and light rain was 
received, particularly in the Chittagong district. 

Pressure.—The mean pressure recorded in the province for the week, taking into 
consideration only those stations from which observations have been received for a series 
of years, and which therefore yield reliable averages, has beeu slightly above the normal 
at about one-third of the stations and slightly below it at the remainder, For the whole 
province pressure has been in defect by 0-000 inch. 

Temperature.—The mean temperature of the whole province for the week has been 
in excess of the normal by one degree, but the excess has been largest in Orssa, Chutia 
Nagpur, and South Behar. The distribution of temperature and its variation from the 
normal are best scan from the figures given in the following table, where the average 
maximum, minimum, and mean temperatures at nine typical stations in different districts of 
the province are compared with the normal values for the period.

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Rainfall.—Except for showers in East Bengal on the 18th and 19th, the whole 
province has been rainless throughout the week. The rainfall in East Bengal has been 
mainly confined to the Chittagong district, which has received an average fall of OL 
inch, and to the Chittagong Hill Tracts which has received au average amount of 0-64 
inch,

CALCUTTA AND SUBURBAN MUNICIPALITIES AMALGAMATION 
BILL. 


Tue Foy. Sir Ievry Haretson moved that tho clauses of Chapter II, 
Part I, of the Bill to consolidate and amend the law rolating to tho muni- 
cipal affairs of the ‘own and Suburbs of Calcutta be further considered for 
sottlement in the form recommended by the Select Committoc. 

The motion was put to the voto and carried. 


The Hon. Dx. Goonoo Das Bayerser moved that in line 3 of section 19, after 
the words “ ycar 1888-89” the words ‘on someday, being a public holiday” be 
inserted. Te said:—The object of this amendment is shortly this. The Bill 
requires that v stes at all clections shall be given personally at the polling 
s‘ations. That being so, unless the clections wre held ona public holiday, it will 
place at a disadvantage a certain larve and important elass of voters—I mean 
the educated middle cl. whose oecupation is for the most part sorvice. 
Voters of this class alw: exercise their privilege of voting with honest 
independence and discrimination, and they contribute in no small measure to 
raising the tone of the elections and to the success uf the elective system. It is 
but right, therefore, that their case should deserve some consideration, and the 
difficulty would he sufliciently met by holding the elections ou somo public 
holiday. ‘There are no less than three public holidays about the time that 
these elections would he held, viz., New Year's Day, Sri Panchami, and Dole 
Jatra, and any one of these might be selected ; or a special holiday might be 
given for the purpose. 







This Honour ror Presipenr said:—1 see no objection in substance to the 
motion before the Council, but [should like to know the effect of giving a special 
holiday, Would that necessarily mean that the Public Treasury aud Banks 
would be closed, or merely public offices? If it is not intended to bea 
public holiday under the Negotiable Instruments Act, I have no objection. 


The Hon. Mn. Macaunay said:—The hon. member forgets that, when the 
elections under the Bengal Municipalitics Act wero held, all publie officcs and 
courts under the control of the Local Government were closed by executive 
order. No public holiday was, however, declared under the Negotiable Instru- 
ments Act, as the effect would have been to stop the currency of bills of 
exchange. 


The How, Dr. Gooroo Das Banersee said:—I have no objection to with- 
draw the amendment, as | understand that a public holiday in its more limited 
sense will be granted as far as the Local Government is concerned, 

Tho motion was accordingly by leave withdrawn, 


The Hox. Dr. Gooroo Das Banersen moved that from the first paragraph 
of section 19 the portion beginning with the words “until such election 
shall take cffect” to the end of the paragraph bo omitted. Ue said:— 
The object Lhad in view when IT gave notice of this amendment was to 
make this section of the Bill consistent with the other provisions of the Bill 
in the event of the first amendment, of which I gave notice, viz., that no portion 
of the Suburbs be amalgamated with the Town, being carried. From that point 
of view this amendment has no object now: but it serves another purpose, 
and that is this. If this portion of section 19 is left out, some other provision 
would have to be made for tho carrying on of the work of the Corporation 
between the time of the passing of this Bill into law and the time when the first 
elections pursuant to its provisions take place. As the provision stands, it 
autho he Commissioners, who are in office at the date of the passing of 
this Bill into law, to continue in office and to carry on municipal work until 
the new clections tuke effect. But there are inconveniences in this, one of 
which I shall notice. Certain portions of the Sulurbs will be amalgamated with 
tho Town. Thoso portions have their elected Commissioners, some of whom 
may reside within the limits of the new Town, others may not. ‘Ihe section 
says that ‘this Act shall be read as if the Commiysioners elected for those 
parts of the Suburbs of Calcutta which correspond with Wards 19, 20, 21, 22, 
23, 24 and 25, as defined in this Act, and the Commissioners for the Suburbs 
of Calcutta nominated by Government and resident in ‘Calcutta, were duly 
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appointed and elected urder this Act.” So that somo of the Commissioners 
for the Suburbs would be in office, while others would not be in office by reason 
of not being resident within the limits of the new Town. ‘hat is an incon- 
venience which would be avoided by omitting this portion of the section. 








The Ton. Sir Tenry Harrison said :—The amendment of the hon. member 
is one which raises a point of considerable importanee, and one which deserves the 
best consideration of the Council, because it will closeiy affect the working of 
the new Corporation in its initial stage, When section 19 was originally drafted 
tho hope was entertained that the Act might come into force trom the beihaine 
of the next ycoar; and it was deliberately intended that the old Comm mers 
should work for nearly a year before the new elections took place in’ order 
that the difficulties of adjusting the new arrangements mighs fall into 
perienced hands, and it was with that object the last portion of this seetion 
was framed. But in tho meantime the date of the Act comine into foree 
has been thrown back a whole year. This provision of the Bill assumes that 
the Act would bein foree conside rably before 3ist March Sherefore the 
question is, do the Council wish to have the new Corporation elected before 
the Act comes into force, or the Act to come into force first and to be worked 
for some time by the old body of Commissioners? Thero arc some inconve- 
niences in both proposals: but L think the meonveniences of work:ng with the 
old body predominate. I do not anticipate any t diffieulty from the 
number of the Commissioners, but there may be considerable diflieulty in 
working Conmnittees, especially the fown Council This body now consists 
of 80 Commissioners, being one Commissioner for cach ward and a due 
proportion of nominated Conmmissioners. The Commissioners who night be 
then members of the ‘Town Council would naturally wish to remain in it, and it 
would be difficult to reduce it below that number Then sean representation 
must be given to the Suburban Commissioners, and it woukd be difficult io resist 
the pressure of individual members to have a ‘Pown Council of something Hke 
40 Commissioners, and that would be a very formidable Committee indeed; SO 
that. probably there would be some inconvenience in working the Corporation 
with the joint bodies, ‘The incauvenienee arising from the other procedure 
is, I think, on the w ale not so serious. Tt isimainly this. that we should have 
to condnet the elections from the ‘Town without having that control over all tie 
registers and statistics which a certain period of working would giveus [have 
very little doubt that the Suburban Commissioners will give us suflicient assist 
ance as far as the Owners and occupiers are concerned who are qualified to vote, 
and with regard to those who hold licenses we ourselves have the requisite 
information. But there is one class of electors who will nut be able to vote at 
the first elections in that cuse, viz , those who ] Us. 2' in the year, for the 
reasor that the voters who will be able to obtain that qualification are chic 
the lower grados of the trades and professions tax payers who will not be in e: 
tence in the Suburbs; and therefore a certain appreciable number of residents 
in the Suburbs, who would have gota vote if the Act had been in force fora 

ear, will not he able to vote at the first elections, and consequently it may 
be made a matter of complaint that the constituency which clects the first body 
of Suburban Commissioners will be somewhat sinaller than if the Act had been 
in foree for a year. It is just possible that not having the same fumiliarity 
with the Suburban as with the Town wards our machinery will not work as 
smoothly as regards the Suburban elections as [ hope it will with regard to tho 
Town. I beg the Council to consider which of these two alternatives they 
prefer. If they prefer that the Commissioners should be elected before rte 
new Actis worke?l, then they should adopt the amendment. In that case 
nothitg more will be needed than in the first section of the Bill to enact that. 
sections 7—34 of the Bill are for the purposes of the clection to come into fore 
on a date either to be fixed in the Act or.onadate to be fixed hy the La 
Government, and that the rest of the Act shall come into operation on son 
other date specified. There will be no difficulty if the Gouncil will declare 
whether they prefer thet the Act should be worked by the joint body as was 
intended when the Bill was framed, or whether they preier that tue elections 
shall take place before the Act comes into force. ‘hat is the poini which the 
Council Las to decide in making. up its mind on this emendmen’, 
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His Honour tHe Present said:—My own idea would be that for the 
convenience of working it will be better to fix by law, or to allow the Local 
Government to fix by notification, that from the beginning of the official year 
next following this the new Municipal Act is to come into force, and to go 
through the first elections within three months previously to that time. That 
would be in January or ebruary next. I think the difficulty which the hon. 
mover of the amendment has pointed out is a real ono, and [ know not what 
further difficulties might crop up if the Act is to come into force now, but to be 
worked by the ‘own Corporation jointly with the Commissioners of the portions 
of the Suburbs which will be amalgamated, and with two separate establishments. 
This is merely my own idea, and I do not do more than ask the Council to 
consider it. ‘The question is which of the two proposals the Council prefers. 
I shall be glad to accept whichever procedure is preferred. 


The How. Basu Kari Natu Mitrer said:—As far as my experience goes, 
I think it will be better to accept the suggestion of His Honour the President. 
It would be a better course than to have the affairs of tho Municipality carried 
out by two separate bodies with separate establishments. It would be better 
for the Act to come into operation on a certain day, and to have the elections 
three months earlier. ‘here would then be no difficulty in working the Act 
when it comes into force. 


The Ifon. Mr. Macauray said:—I do not think we can allow section 19 
to remain only with the first clause without any referenco to the nominations 
as well as to the elections. The second clause refers to those elected and 
appointed. This, however, can be settled when we come to deal with section 1 
of the Act. 


The Hon. Sm Henry Harrison pointed out that the word “election” 
throughout the Act included the appointment of both elected and nominated 
Comnnissioners. 

‘Tle motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The Toy. Sir Henry Harrison moved that for the second paragraph of 
section 19 the following be substituted :— 

“ All subsequent general elections shall beheld at intervals of three years, and shall 
take effect from the Ist April in the calendar year in which they are eo held.” 

Ho said:—The object of the amendment is simply to put in the words 
“ general elections” for ‘“clections.” As was pointed out by. the Commissioner 
of the Presidency Division, the word ‘ elections” might include “ bye-elec- 
tions.” By putting in the words “caiendar year,” the lst of April must be 
held to mean Ist of April 11 months before the general elections (?) 

The motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The Hon Mr. Irvine moved that in the proviso of section 19, for the 
word “fifty” the words “ two hundred” be substituted. He said:—For the 
offence of personation, I think a heavier penalty than Rs, 60 ought to be imposed, 
and therefore 1 move that tho maximum limit of ponalty under the tsles be 
fixed at Rs. 200. In England the offence of personation is made a misde- 
meanour. It is true that, when the breach of any rule constitutes a scrious 
offence, the offence might be dealt with under the Penal Code; but I think it 
is desirable to make an Act complete in itself, especially auch an Act as this. 


The How. Siz Henny Harrison said :—I have no views one way or tho other 
as to this amendment. The majority of offences under these rules would be 
of a comparatively trifling character. In the event of any body committing 
a criminal offence, we shall always have the criminal law to fall back upon. 

-If, however, the Council think it better to raise the penalty to Re. 200, I have 
no objection, 

The motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The How. Sim Henry Hagpisoy moved that in the last line of section 20, for 
the words “an election” the words “ each general election” be substiiuied. 
ue said :—This is a mere verbal amendment with the object of excluding bye- 
clections. ; 


The motion was put to the vote and carried. 
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‘The How. Mr Irvrvg in moving that at the end of section 20, and at the 
end of the second paragraph of section 28, respectively, the words “and such 
list shall be obtainable‘on payment of a fee not excecding cight annas” be 
inserted, said :—It will be to tho interest of all. classes that these lists should be 
readily obtainable; on the other hand it muy be advisable to check a too 
wide supplication for copies, by the imposition of a small feo. 





The Hon. Banu Kaur Nata Mrrrer said:—I do not think this amend- 
ment necessary, It will only have tho effect of deterring persons from npply- 
ing for these lists. Itis very necessary that candidates for election should 
havo free access to these lists, but if a fee is imposed it will deter some from 
applying for them. Hitherto no fee has been imposed. 


Hrs Honour tite Present said :—Tho section requires that tho lists shall 
be published, but if a copy of the list is wanted, I understund the object of the 
amendment is that it should be paid for. 


The How. Sir Henny Harrrston said :—Hitherto the practice has beon to 
print these lists and copies of them have been given without any charge to 
those who apply for thom. 


The Ton. Mr. Irvine said:—There might be a very wide and unnecessary 
call for copies of those lists, and the imposition of a small fec would prevent 
this. The proposal is that the fee should not exccod 8 annas: it might be 
1, 2, or 4 annas. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The Hon, Siz Henny Harnisoxs moved that in lino 8 of the proviso of 
section 21, for the word “ show” the words ‘satisfy the Chairman ” be substitut- 
ed. He said:—The difficulty involved by the introduction of the word “ show ” 
has been pointed out in the office. The word “show” is ambiguous, and it 
is considered better to state more clearly what is meant What is meant is 
that the person shall produco sume primd facie evidence to show that he has 
paid occupancy rates. This is generally done by the production of rate bills. 
I think the substitution of the words ‘satisfy the Chairman” for “ show” will 
be an improvement. 

The motion was put to the vote and carried. 


The Ilion. Six Henry Harrison moved that in lines 6 and 7 of section 25, for 
the words “ not less than five days before the date uf election” the words “not 
less than five days before the dute fixed for the publication of the revised list” be 
substituted. He said :—This is more than a verbal amendment, It was at first 
intended that the application under this section should be made five days before 
the elections, but it has been pointed out by those experienced in working the 
elections that it would bo a groat convenience if the bulk of the objections could 
be got rid of before the publication of the revised list, so that the revised list 
may, as nearly ag possible, correspond with the actual voters, ‘The amendment 
whieh I propose will necessitate applications being sent in a yood deal earlier. 
For these reasons I think it will be better that companies, firms aud assoviat ions 
of persons should be bound to apply earlior, in order that the revised list may, 
as far as possible, be correct. _ 

Tho motion was put to the vote and carricd. 


The Hon. 81x Henry Harrison moved that in line 8 of section 27, for the 
words “ officers in all eases made over to them” tho words “officer in all cases 
made over to him” be substituted. He said :—This also is a verbal amend- 
ment, and the reasou for it is that it is more probable that tho duty referred 
to will be entrusted to a single officer, and at any rate the singular will include 
the plural. 

The motion was put to the vote und tarried. 


“The Bow, Siz Hexey Hatrtson moved that in line 1 of section 31, for the 
words “the élection” the words “ general elections” be substituted. He said ;— 
‘This alec is a verbal amendment, simiar'to ono which has already been made 
on my motion, | a tae 

. ‘The mation was put to the vote and ¢arriod. 
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The Hon, Ma I.vinu moved that forthe secund paragraph of clause (¢) of 
section 82 the following be substituted :— 

“Tn the event of a Commissioner being absent on leave, to be granted by the Commis. 
sioners, fora period excoeding threa months, and not excealing twelve montha, the Local 
Government may appoint o substitute to serve in his absence.” 


Ho said :—It appears to me that this amendment is a vory reasonable one, 
while at the same timo it is urgently required in the interests of Europeans 
The present arrangement is defective, owing to the fnct-that a constituency 
may often remain unrepresented for a considerable period during the absence 
of a Commissioner from the country. In such cases, where the temporary 
vacancics are not filled up, the continuity of representation could only be secured 
at the cost of a fresh election. As an illustration of the present arrangement, 
I may mention that in Ward No, 12 not long ago sn elected member, owing to 
missing his steamer, was absent tor six and a nalf months; daring his absence 
the ward was deprived of his representation, and because he was absent a 
few days over the preseribed period, a fresh clection had to be held entailing 
both trouble and expense. It is to guard aguinst such a stato of things that 
I propose this amendment. 

The How. Sir Henry Harrison said :—I do not think that the provision 
contained in this section will work well. How is it to be known that a Com- 
niissioner will be absent for a period exceeding three mouths and not exceeding 
12 months. In some cases a Commissioner may intend to be absent for 
only two months, but may stay away for a longer period; or he may intend 
to return in 12 months, but may be detained for 124 munths, and then as soon 
as the 12 months expire a fresh election must be made. Sceing thar one-third 
of the Corporation will consist of nominated Commissioners, and two-thirds of 
elected Commissioners, I think there is some objection in principle to alt 
vacancies causcd by absence being filled up by the Local Goverumeut. There 
has hitherto been no serious practical inconvenience felt. Every now and then 
we have been working with one or two Commissioners less‘than the complete 
number, in consequence of absentee Commissioners electing not to resign 
because they expect to return within the six months. In such cases, if an 
absentee docs not wish to resign. then for a period of six months one ward ma 
be without one of its Commissioners, or there may be one less tian the full 
number of nominated Commissioners ; but I cannot say that the existing proce- 
dure has caused any practical inconvenience. 


The Hor. Mr. Irvine said:—Many Europeans go away for six or eight 
months, and they may wish to take leave of this kind. If the next goneral 
elections are near at hand the leave would very likely not be asked for, but if 
the Commissioncrs have the power of granting leave when it might easily be 
given, it would be a convenience, moro especially for European Commissioners. 


The Hor. Sin Henny Harrison said:—I think the amendment can- 
not be substituted for the clause in the Bill, which is a disqualifying clause. 
It may, however, be substituted for the specific clause which provides that 
no Commissioner shall be disqualified by reason of his being absent for a 
certain period. 


His Honour THE Prestent said :—I seo a difficulty in accepting the amend- 
ment as it stands, though I do not see much objection to its principle. The 
amendment gives the Commissioners power to grant leave or not as they choose. 
If they do not want a nominated Commissioner, they will not grant the leave, 
and they will have it in their power to prevent the Local Government from 
nominating a locum tenens. The difficulty consists in there being no alternative 
in cases where tho Commissioners refuse to grant leave. : 


The How. Mn Irviva said:—I think it desirable that the Commissioners 
should have power to grant or withhold leave of this kind. Buppose.a Com- 
missioner finds it necessary to go away shortly efter the elections: he.w 
probably would wish to keep his seat, and the Commissioners would fin 
grant the leave. If, however, the absence occurs close to the period of the 
elections, leave would hardly be necessary. : 
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- The Hon. Sre Henry Harntson said :—‘Then I think the period of absence 
without leave should be very considerably reduced—say to two months, Ii 
Commissioners can obtain leave, then I think it desirable to require them to 
obtain leave for all prolonged absences, at any rate for three months. 


The Hon. Banu Kaui Nara Mirter said :—I suppose the effect will bo that 
during the time the leave extends the nominated Commissioner will bo only a 
substitute, and when the Commissioner comes back he will take up his own 
place, and the nominated Commissioner will retire. So that instead of having 
an elected Commissioner, you would have the services of a nominated Commia 
sioner for that timo. Ifa Commissioner goes away for six months or twelve 
months, would it not bo better to leave his successor to work till the end of the 
term. instead of only during his absence? The gentleman who may be 
nominated would acquire experienco, and by the time his experience becomes 
valuable, he will be superseded by the Commissioner who comes back. 1 
do not think the amendment to be a desirable one. 

The motion was pnt to tho vote and negatived. 


The Hon. Banu Kaur Nara Mrerer moved that in clause (3) of section 36 
the words “‘coustruction and” beomitted. He said :—Tho expenditure of funds 
for the construction of hospitals is a new power which it is proposed to give to 
the Commissiouers. The power in itself is unobj-ctionable, but the question 
is whether the means at the disposal of the Commissioners will be such ss 
to enable them to exercise it This provision of the law may be thrown at 
their teeth, and it may be said that they are not performing their duty, inas- 
much as they are not exercising this power. I submit that no necessity has 
arisen for adding this to the powers conferred by the existing law. 


The Hon. Sir Henry Harrison said:—I entirely sympathise with ‘the 
main part of the hon. member's objecion, that itis very undesirable that an 
additional charge should be thrown on the Corporation, looking to the work 
they will have to do in the newly amalgamated area. But tho reason 
why this additional power should be conferred is hocause it is necessary on 
some occasions that hospitals should be provided for the treatment of small- 
pox and other contagious diseasos. On such occasions it may become 
necessary to run up temporary hospitals for isolating those affected with the 
diseaso. That certainly has been done at Bombay; but we have not the 
power here to construct hospitals; we have only the power of maintenance. 
I think this is a flaw in the present Act, though L hope very much that the 
Jommissioners will not be involved in any heavy expenses ou account of con- 
struction. 

The Hon Dr. Manenpra Lat Sircar said :—For the reasons which have 
been mentioned by the hon. member in charge of the Bill, and to meet such 
occasions of emergency as have been: referred to by him, I move an amend- 
ment that after the word “construction” the words ‘hospitals for contagious 
diseases which, if unchecked, might prove epidemic” be added. ‘This will limit 
the power to a considerable extent. 


The Hon. Babu Katt Nara Mirter accepted the amendment. 


The Hon. Mr. Macavutay questioned if the word ‘ maintenance” would 
cover the erection of additional buildings to hospitals. He did not think that 
the power of the Municipality should be restricted to hospitals for epidemic 
diseases and objected to the amendment as limiting the power of the Muni- 
cipality with regard to what is very useful work. 


The Hon. Sm Hany Hanerson said :—I am bound to confess that if, for 
instance, the Medical College Hospital had not been built, and very heavy 
expenditure had to be incurred for the purpose of building & hospital, consider- 
able pressure might be i upon the Commissioners to contribute to its 
construction; and I should be very sorry to see oxpenditure incurred on such 
ati eecount. ' At'the same time I think it absolutely necessury that the Commis- 
lsners ehould have the power to construct temporary hospitals on emergencies. 


' 


"> "The Hon, Dr. Gooroo Das Baxzaser suggested the addition after the word 
atrantion” of the words ‘‘in cases of emergency.” 
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The Hox. Mx: Macavtay pointed out that in the Mofussil Municipal Act, 
HI of 1884, the words used wore “establishment and maintenance of hospitals.” 
This is a powor generally used throuzhout the Province. 


Tis Honour rie Prestpenr said:—My own view certainly is thay the 
section as it stands in the Bill should remain, and mainly for this redsoti, that, 
apart from the present state of the finances, the constraction of hospitals is 
certainly work which is elsewhere only generally considered us a proper duty 
for a Municipality to undertake. ‘The objection to the Hon. Dr. Weheridea 
Lul Sircar’s amendment is that the Commissioners may be called ups to prove 
that a particular disease, if unchecked, would prove epidemic. 

The clause as it stood in the Bill with the word» construction and” wis 
then put to the vote and carried. 


The Hon. Basu Kant Naru Mirrerx moved that in elause 11) of the same 
section after the word © ceremony ” the words “ for illuminations, fireworks or the 
presentation of addresses ” be insortod ; and that the words “ or entertainment 
in Caleutta ” be'‘omitted. Ile said: —My object is that the cost of ‘ entertain- 
ments” should not be defrayed out of the Municipal Fund — If it should at uny- 
time become desirable to give a public entertainment, the Commissioners can 
always give it at their own expense. On some occasions, when the Commis- 
sioners were prepared to entertain cortain eminont individuals at their own 
expense, the individuals proposed to be entertained objected. 1f such au enter: 
tainment is desirable on any occasion, there will be no difficulty to find the 
ways and means But if such a provision be inserted in the Act, thore will 
be frequent applications for sach entertainments, and a good deal of motioy 
may be expended for purposes of this kind. On all public occasions, money 
has been contributed by the Municipality for illuminations and tie like. 
Although there has been no distinct provision of law for that purpose, vet the 
Corporation, under the belicf that no objection would be raised, has spent 
money for such purposes Therefore, as far as such purposes are concerned, 
there will be no objection ; but to curry it further will, in my opinion, be 
objectionable. 

The motion was put to the vote and nogatived, 


The Hon. Dr. Gooroo Das Banensez moved that after clause (11) of 
section 36 the following new clause be inserted :— 

“ (12) Promotion of primary and technical education. ” 

He said:—Section 36 specifies several purposes to which the municipal 
fund may be appropriated, but one most important purpose has been altu- 
gether omitted, I mean education, and the object of this amendment has 
been to supply that omission, T know it may be said that education is an 
Imperial purpose, and that the expense for education ought to come ont of 
Imperial and not from municipal funds. Perhaps that may be true as 
far as high education is concerned, but whethor it isso or not it is not 
my object to discuss. It is a proposition which may be discusved on 
the amendment of the Tfon. Sir Alfred Croft which is on the paper. [ 
venture to think that ignorance and poverty are the main causes of thoss great 
sanitary evils which the municipal administration has to cope with, and that the 
best municipal arrangemonts from outside will fail to secure the desired 
object so long as the people are immerasd in the dopths of ignorante and 
poverty. You may improve bustees and have more efficient donservancy aid 
other arrangements, but you will fail to restore the health of the inhabitatte if 
they themselves are ignorant of the most elementary principlés of sanituttow. 
By spending a small part of the municipal funds for the promotion of tdonn’- 
cal education, we may help the children of the poor to enable them to lean 
useful occupations, and ‘thus earn their livelihood; and by speading another 
small portion of those funds for the promotion of:primary edueation, wa may 
educate them just enough to enable them to read eome of those excellent saritery 
primers in tho vernacular languages. Such expenditure is sure to prove rome: 
nerative in the sense that you would thereby secure from the people so educated 
an amount of willing obedience to your sanitary regulations which ma perhaps 
eiiable you to dispense with a part of thé establishment for enfotoitig-€hete gu- 
lations: Nor is that all. We finitih the’ Mcfussil Municipal Act, IEF sea@es, 
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section 69, clause 5, that the construction and se of school-houses, and tho 
establishment and maintenance of schools either wholly or by means of 
grants-in-aid, forms one of the purposes to which municipal funds may be 
appropriated ; and if the municipalities in the mofussil can afford to expend 
money on such objects, there is no reason why the Metropolitan Municipality 
should grudge to do the same. ; 

There is another point of view from which the matter may bo considered. 
The Bill_ proposes to amalgamate a large part of the suburban areca with the 
town. {Now the Suburbs already enjoy this advantage. There are schools in 
the subuFban arca which already get grants»from the suburban municipal funds, 
limited as they are ; and now that these areas are to be amalgamated with the 
town, it will be disappointing expectations and disregarding vested interests if 
you suddenly deprive them of the aid they now receive. 

I may also point out that in other countries, which “we always do well to 
imitate, municipal funds are largely spent on education. From an abs whieh 
Thold in my hand of the report of the Local Government Board in gland 
for 1880, 1 find that, whereas two millions sterling were expended on highways, 
noarly four millions were spent on elementary education, I therefore submit 
that for the limited purpose of elementary and technical education the Caleutta 
Municipality ought to contribute something. 








The Ton. Sin Aerep Crorr moved that after clause (11) of section 36 the 
following new clause be inserted :— 

(12) Maintenance, support and inspection of schools, including tochnical schools ’* 

He said:—There is an important difference between the amendment 
which I have the honour to move and that which has just been moved, By my 
amendment the duty of the municipality is not limited to. the provision of 
technical and primary education. It imposes no limit of that kind so far aa 
schools are concerned, but allows the municipality to apply its funds to eduea- 
tion whether primary or secondary, Whether technical or general. It allows 
tho municipality, first, to establish schools of its own; secondly to support: 
schools, thut is to say, to give grants-in-aid to the support of schools maintained 
by private individuals or by other public bodies; and lastly to inspect schools, 
where necessary. 1 do not propose to dwell on the general principles on 
which the duty of municipalities to provide for educution may be defended, 
nor will I do more than just glance at the very pronounced view of the dutics 
of municipalities in this respect which prevails in Mngland and on the con- 
tinent of Kurope. I need not go so far afield as that. [shall find quite 
sufficient material for my remarks within the continent of India. The 
objections which have been raised to the inclusion of education amongst the 
objects on which municipal funds can be spent are, us far as I have been able 
to ascertain them, two. ‘They are, first, that education is no concern of an Indian 
municipality ; that if education is to be provided within a municipality it 
should be provided by the State or by associations of private persons; and 
the second ground is that in the particular case of Calcutta, where the sanitary 
requirements of the people are so argent, it would be unjust to divert any por- 
tion of the municipal funds from the objects for which they aro so urgently 
required, to a purpose of less importance such as education, Hirst, then, us to 
the general principle. When it is said that a municipality as such has no cou- 
cern With education, that is to me so novel a view that 1 hope I may be pardoned 
if I occupy the time of the Council a little in order to show how exceptional that 
view is, and how muci at variance with the common opinion and almost the uni 
versal practice in India This isa point to which the Mducation Commission 
which sat in 1882-83 paid a great deal of attention. They took for granted— 
aud inthat assumption they were justified by the common practice of munici - 
pélities in India—that it is the busineas of municipalities to take charge of 
education... They said:—“ ‘The obvious advantage cf conuecting the education 

peasant ha popular organisation has long beon recognised,” and they 

proceed tostate the extant to which municipalities in India have recognised this 
Peinciple. ...''he figures they give are somewhat surprising. In 182 the muni- 
cipal the Punjeb ‘pent. Rs. 1,51,000 on education; Madras spent 
Bombey Ks..80,000; the North-Western Provinces Ks. 62,000; the 
ivinces:Ks,.85,000; while Bengal comes last with Rs. 25,000. Then, 
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again, when we turn to percentages, we find that the Bombay municipalities 
expended 6:6 por cent. of their total income; Madras 3:8 per cent., and so on 
until we come down to the municipalities in Bengal, with less than half per cent. 
As regards Bengal, that proportion is confined to mofussil municipalities, because 
in Calcutta not one penny is spent on education. On this point the Education 
Commission remarked :—"In no other province of India do municipal bodies 
exhibit greator indifference to the claims of education upon the town funds. 
Even in the city of Calcutta no steps have been taken in this direction, though 
so far back as 1873 Sir George Campholl expressed a hope that the 
municipality in Calcutta would move the Legislature to permit the expenditure 
of some part of its large income upon primary schools for the children of the 
Caleutta poor.” The Commission, I may add, went even further. Reviewing 
the progress of education in the past, they strongly recommended that the 
educational sections of the new Municipal Bills, then before the different Legis- 
lative Councils, should no longer be permissive, but compulsory, _ They said that 
executive orders of clear import and general application issued from 1854 to 
the present time had failed more or less in all provinces to ensure uniform 
attention to broad principles prescribed for general guidance; and they 
added :—“ The evidenco given before the Commission affords proof of the 
unanimous conviction entertained in all provinces of India, that the time 
has come when the exercise of these permissive powers can no longer be 
left to the discretion of municipal bodics.”? ‘That view, however, has not gon- 
erally commended itself to the local Legislatures. In more than one province it 
is true that under recent legislation the educational clauses of the Municipal Acts 
are not permissive but compulsory ; or clse pewer is taken by the Local Govern- 
ment to decide what proportion of the total municipal income should be devoted 
toedueation. But in general the Local Governments have, with one or two 
exceptions, expressed reluctance to compel these bodies, by executive order, 
to devote a certain minimum share of their income to education; and while they 
have not hesitated to express their wishes and expectations in-the matter, they 
have for the most part. been content to leave the municipalities concerned to 
fix the amount of their educational grants, in the full belief that the Boards 
would of their own motion make adequate provision for the maintenance 
of schools, and that a policy of compulsion was neither necessary nor desir- 
able. But the general principle was fully accepted beth by the Government 
of India and by the Secretary of State. The Government of India, in 
reviewing the report of the Education Commission, plainly stated that it was 
the duty of municipalities to previde for education. They said :—‘ Under 
all the Acts for settling the conditions of Local Self-Government in muni- 
cipalities, provision more or less complete has been made for education ;” and 
they went on to show that the Bengal Government anticipated a contribution 
of Rs. 1,265,000, for educational purposes from the municipalities of the 
province, excluding Calcutta. 

Such then being the state of current opinion on the subject, it is important 
to show how far this general opinion, that municipalities should concern them- 
selves with education, has been embodied in legislative enactments. In the 
District Municipal Act of Bombay I find, amongst the objects to whioh thi 
municipal fund may be devoted, that adequate provision must be made, not mu; 
be made, for middle and primary schools, and that adéquate provision may b 
made for higherschools. And then the Local Government takes power to defin: 
what an adequate provision is; and to ensure that the provision shall be adequat 
by declaring the minimum sum which municipalities are required to spend upo! 
education. Then in Madras. district municipalitios are required to provide fo 
all primary and lower seevndary schools within the municipal area. “These gx 
the provisions for district municipalities, Next I will tek» the Preside 
towns. In Bombay, the Municipal Bill is still under consideration, and it 1 
imposrible to say what form the educational sections will take. I understant 
that they are not likely to depart far from the provisions of the existing Act 
The Act of 1872, by which the Bombay Municipulity ds still governed, is not 
compulsory but permissive... It allows the municipal fund to: be -deveted':t 
education of all grades, without any restriction to primary edacatiqn:», 
again, in the town of Madray the municipality is required to: providiaf 
elementary education of the poor, and to build schoobhouse age Shi 
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education may be given. In the Punjab, aa in Bombay, the provision is not 
merel¥ permissive, for the Local Government has power to fix the share of the 
municipal income which must be assigned for educational purppscs What I have 
stated is merely a ssmple of what is going onthroughout India. It is true that 
in Bengal, and especially in Calcutta, the idea of municipalities taking an active 
share in education is a little strange to us; but | hope | have shown that 
throughout the rest of India the duty of municipalities to control education 
and not merely primary education, is an accepted principle. [ will now eo pee 
for four or five years, and show that out-ide Bengal, and even within Bengal 
municipalities have within that period not stood still. T find that from S81. 32 
to 1885-86, the municipal expenditure on education throughout Tudia incroased 
from Rs. 4,66,000 to Rs. 11,40,000, of which Rs. 4,22.000 were devoted to 
secondary schools, and Ks. 4,86,(00 to primary schools, Rs. 27,000 to spreial 
or techmeal edueation, Rs. 2,04 000 to inspection, school buildings, and other 
miscellaneous objects. In tho Punjab, which stood at the head of all the 

rovincos of India in 18$1-42, the educational grant remained stationary, at 
about 1} lakhs of rupees. Bombay advanced from Rs. 80,000 to Rs 1,71,000 

Madras from Rs. 838,000 to Rs. 1,75,000; while the municipal expenditure on 
education in Burmah advanced from Rs 33,000 to Rs. 2,53,000—the reason 
being that in Burmah large grants had been made to municipalities to enablo 
them to carry on the whole educational system within the municipal area. It was 
declared to be the duty of municipalities in Burmah to undertake the managomont 
of education within that area, and special sources of income were transferred to 
them to enable them to do g0. Even in the mofussil municipalities of Bengal, 
the educational expenditure rose from Rs. 25,000 to Ks. 82,000. The panverle: 
able expansion to which I have just referred is due in great measuro to action 
taken about this time by the Govorament of India, In 1881-82 tho Govern- 
ment of India decided to relieve municipalities of all charges on account of the 
police, and to transfer to them the control of certain services which were heid to 
be more within their province, such as sanitation, cducation, and public works. 
The transfer of funds to these objects was accordingly carried out in every 

rovince of India, and that accounts in a large measure, though not entirely, 
Br the increase of expenditure on education. In Bengal it was hoped that 
the municipal expenditure on education would amount to Bs. 1,253,000. 1 has 
not yet reached that figure, but in many other provinces it has g ne fur beyond 
the requirements imposed on municipalities by the change to which I have 
referred In Madras, for example, under instructions issued by tho Madras 
Government, municipalities are expected and required to expend one-sixth of 
their total income on education. 

So much for the general question; but Tam hound to say that the parti- 
cular case of Calcutta isin some respects an exceptional one. The sanitary 
requirements of Calcutta, it is said, are such that they will exhaust and swallow 
up the whole of the addition of three or four lakhs which is to be made to its 
revenues by the romoval of the cost of the police I do not know whother the 
terms upon which the Government makes ovor that grant to the municipality 
are such as to compel the money to be spent on sanitation alone, or whether, 
as in the ease of every other municipality to which similar reliof has been 
afforded, sanitation is only one of those objects, education being another, But 
however that may be, on the general question I cannot say that Calcutta stands 
in any different position from other large towns in India with regard to 
education. We have hore in Calcutta 22,000 boys at schools of all classes, 

rimary and secondary; but according to our estimate 24,000 is only about 

alf the number of boys that should be at school. It follows that there are 
about 20,000 boys who get no education at all, nat even the ruviments of 
education. To my mind it seems a matter beyund dispute that Calcutta, as a 
manufacturing and: industrial town, would be the gainer by the education of 
‘thee 20,000 boys—not merely in the way mentioned by the last speaker 
that ‘they would be. more amenuble to sanitary influences, but that education 
will make them more intelligent citizens, and therefore more useful, and profit- 
able’ to the town in whigh they live. Tnat is the simple gronnd on which muni- 
ipatities havo thought it worth while to spend money on education 

‘Ub thie of course xefers to.primary education. As to technical education, 


ibardiigén ot Roar Caloytte # School of Art und an Engineering College. The 
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School of Art has, I bolieve, a great futuro before it in the development of 
artistic industries, The engineering college has established such a position and 
attained such succgss that the trained apprentices find no difficulty in gotting 
profitable employment all over Bengal. But when boys go to one or other’ 
of these institutions they do not oven know the rudiments of drawing. They 
have to learn it from the beginning, and to spend a long time in acquiring that 
moderato amount of skill which they ought to have already acquired upon 
entering the school. Itappears to me that if drawing classes were established 
by the municipality, they would do m:st, useful work quite within its province, 
for the municipality ought not to be indifferent tu the development. of artistie 
and industrial skill. ‘Technical schools might in the same way be attached, 
with great advantage, to the municipal workshops, in order to increase the 
supply of skilled artisans. This is a crymg want, and amply justifies the 
devotion of municipal funds to technical cducation. 1 may mention that in 
Bombay the municipality contributed lis. 80,060 to the establisiment of a 
Jubileo Technical Institute, and have made an annual provision of Rs. 5,000 
for the same purpose. In Poona the municipality gave Rs. 5,000 to a technicul 
school. 

As to secondary education, throughout Bengal and India large sums are 
expended by the municipalities. In different parts of the mofussil it is felt 
that the municipalities contain members thoroughly qualified to control 
education of that kind. They have uceepted and managed with the greatest 
success the secondary schools which have beon transferred to them in 
pursuance of the Local Self-Government policy. ‘This has been done to a yery 
vlarge extent in the mofussil municipalities of Madras, Bombay and the North- 
Western Provinces. In the great Presidency towns like Calcutta thg case is 
no doubt different. Here private enterprise is so strong that it never will be 
necessary to spend any large swans on secondary education. At the same time 
it might very well happen that the Government, on retiring from one of its 
secondary schools, might make an offer to the municipality to take it over with 
its grant. 1f so, there scems no reason why the municipality should refuse to 
undertake the charge—a charge which would genorally involye no additional 
burden on the municipal fund. ‘Then again, suppose the municipality maintains 
good primary schools, such as those which are the credit end the pride of 
Bombay--primary schools attended by hundreds of poor children, who thus 
secure « far better and sounder education of an clementary kind than private 
effort can give thom, If there are such schools, the municipality might perhaps 
desire to add socondary classes for the further education of advanced scholars, 
and if so, 1 do not think it is the business of this Council to refuso it that 
permission. It may be taken for granted that the permission will not be misused, 
us it has not been misused in other Presidency towns in India, where, though 
thoy spend large sums on primary education, the expenditure on secondary 
schools is trifling. ln view of the position which the municipality of the 
inetropolis of Indiahas a right to claim, we may very well say—It 1s open to you 
to establish, without interference from us, a complete system of education 
according to your view of what is necessary and sufficient, after other und more 
important requirements have been met. Of that, the municipality must be tho 
best judge. ‘Phe elause which I propose to introduce ia not a compulsory one, as 
it isin Gombay. Burmah, and the Vunjab. All that we propose to say is that, 
you may, if you see fit, spend. a certain sum upon education; primary and 
technical education in the first instance; secondary education if you. think it 
necessary. 1 confess that | do not sco how the claim can reasonably be refused. 
We have this simple fact, that in all the rest of India municipalities do undertake 
the control and support of education, and do not limit it-to.primary education. 
Tf that is right for other municipalities, it is right also for Calcutta. Lf it ‘is 
wrong in Calcutta, then you declare that the policy followéd in eyory wunici- 
polity in India is wrong. It seems to me that the burden of proof: lies on those, 
who deny that the municipality of Calcutta is qualified. to exercise. pawers whieh, 
are conferred on and exercised by evory other municipality in Indie. ©. yi, 

he Hon Str Henry Harrison said:—-As regards the amendment of | 
Hon. Dr, Gooroo Das Banerjee, 1 dare say ‘the majority of ‘tho Counolf.” 
aware that the original Bill contained a provision for sanctioning: rdita 
primary’ education. The reason: was thet wefound that in the Saba 5 
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expenditure was actually being incurred, there being a grant of. Rs, 3,000 for 
the purpose. We thought it would be invidious to doprive the Suburbs of 
hat they had hitherto received, the intention being merely that their rights 
Bivaia be preserved to them, while at the same timo it was foreseen that the 
words might be capable of extension to other primary schools. And after the 
fullest consideration I am constrained to say that so strong a case has been made 
out on behalf of primary education that I cannot go against this amendment. 
I myself feel bound, seeing the weight of precedent and reason adduced for it, 
to vote so far aa to put in a provision allowing the municipality to provide for 
primary education and technical education. 
Then I come to my hon. friend Sir Alfred Croft's amendment, and here T 
find myself in a position of very great difficulty, because on the one hand I 
look on-the amendinent with the greatest possible apprehension, on the other 
hand I am equally bound to say that he has made a very strong case indeed ; 
but the stronger the case the stronger is my apprehension. I feel that the case 
made out is so strong that it will be very dificult for me to induce the Council 
to reject the amendment. 1 am equally bound to admit that, so far as the precedent 
and practice of Bombay and other municipalities are concerned, they aro all 
against me. In the Bombay draft Bill, which has passed the Scloct Committee, 
expenditure upon primary education is made compulsory, while as regards 
secondary education it is optional, In Bengal under the Municipal Act 
mofussil municipalities ean spend money on education in giving grants-in- 
aid to schools and in various other ways. So that, except so far as our own 
Act is concerned, we have to fuce the contrary practice all round, and my hon, 
friend Sir Alfred Croft is justificd in saying that tie onus lies on us to dis. 
prove the propriety of adopting his amendment. Nevertheless that is 
which Iam bound to attempt. My hon. friend referred to two arguments 
which might bear specially against his propoval. Ono is that the proposal 
is against the weight of practice or precedent clsewhere. ‘That argument 
cannot be met ,because he proved successfully that both practice and 
precedent aro aguinst us. IIo also referred to the argument that heavy 
expenditure is required for the sanitation of Culcutta and the Suburbs, 
and that is the only argument I feel bound to press upon tho consider- 
ation of the Council. [The first point to recollect is that municipalities 
in India are essentially poor bodies; the municipalities of Caleutta and Bom- 
bay are by far the richest in India, but yet their moans cannot compare with 
the means at the disposal of civilised municipalities elsewhere. Calcutta has to 
levy its taxation almost entirely by rates on property, ,and tho assessable 
value of property in Calcutta does not exceed £1,200,000 a year. It is 
considerably less than one-twenticth of the rateable value of Jondon, and the 
population of that city is only seven times larger.. It is less than one- 
tenth of New York with a population twice as large It is less than_ono-fourth 
of Philadelphia with a population only slightly larger: so that the Caleutta 
Municipality cannot command anything like the funds of other Targa cities. 
But whon we come to the question of expenditure, then wo find that sanitation 
. in Calcutta attains such imporvance that, so far from the expenditure being less, 
expenditure quite on the same scale as in English cities becomes obligatory. 
We are to have a large area in the most insanitary condition added immediately 
to the town, Nobody would say that the town itsclf is in anything like a satis- 
factory sanitary condition. The difficulty in adding the suburban area has been 
simply and solely this, that no one could suggest tho sources from which the 
fant shouldcome. The Amalgamation Committec was distinctly of opinion that 
about six lukhs ought to be added to the funds of tho municipality from some 
source. I myself formed a more sanguine estimate, und leaned to the opinion that 
probably four lakhs may suffice Itook a more sanguine estimate than any 
other member of the Committee. Can any one in this Council doubt that as 
soon as the suburban area is added to the town we shiaJ! have the a eee 
use for all the funds at the disposal of the municipality? I udinit that education 
is a legitimate subject of ,wunicipal expenditure, but I also maintain that it is 
@ seeondary object. It is not to be put on the same plane as the primary ited 
such as the sepair of ronda, the removal of refuse, cleansing, sewering, supplying 
‘ din one generul word “sanitation.” If education is to supplant any of 
‘these Oojeota, would it be right? I put it to the Council whother if Re. 50,000 
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de taken from. the purposes of sanitation and given to education, it would not 
be a mistake. That is a point on which J am so satisfied that I must proxs this 
viow on the attention of the’ Council.7 I am far from sanguine that the effoet qf 
this amendment would be that onJy~a small sum will be expended upom 
secondary education, but so far from that being likely, I feel it most probable 
that the expenditure under this head would goon be large. {The people of Caleutts 
have a strong, natural and proper sympathy for high education, and the municipal 
body being in itsclf extremely sympathetic with educational institutions, we 
should have siege laid to our funds by perhaps the most experienced and skilful 
body that you could find to conduct such a siege suecosfully, bea the larga 
body of cducationists in Calcutta who so much deserve and command the appre- 
ciation of the public ; and the very fact of their appealing for help would go far to 
aecure it. In the first instance some institution of an oxtremely beneficial charac: 
ter, and“which met a recognised want, would probably come forward and would 
almost certainly suecced in getting a grant. One preeedent having broken the 
ice, others would come in on the same ground, and bofore long—I appeal to 
hon. members who can judge of these matters—the educational budget would 
be a very ample one indeed. While that would be the case on the one hand, 
is there any reason to suppose that the natural and Jaudable desire of the 
rate-pryers to kecp taxation at its lowest limit would be diminished ?. While 
money would be granted frecly for educational purposes, the temptation would 
be almost irresistible to effect economies in other directions in order to balance 
for the grant given to education Jt is but fair to admit that my argument 
goes beyend the case of Calcutta. I admit that it equally applies to other 
municipalities in India. But strong as is the cose which has been made out in 
other ways, my hon. friend has on this point given me considerable assistance, 
because he bas shown that there is no head of expenditure which has so 
rapidly increasod with muniwipalities as education. He showed that the 
educational grant had grown from four lakhs to eleven lakhs in a short 
time. That is exactly what I should have expected. Thore is no object of 
expenditure which is likely todevelop more rapidly. The one head which would 
soon grow with the greatest rapidity would be education. But as regards the 
circumstances of educational expenditure in otlier countrics, there is consideruble 
difference. In Englund, education is placed under special School boards under 
the Act of 1870, and these School Boards fix their own expenditure, and they 
spend it. But it is obvious that Local Sanitary Boards or Municipalities, which 
are totally distinct bodies, are not deterred from spending money on sanitation 
because other distinct bodies are spending money on other objects. But in our 
ease we should have the same body which is sponding money on education—the 
body which has to judge of sanitary requirements—and there would be an 
inevitable tendency to substitute ono class of expenditure for the other, ‘hen 
again the difficulty with regard to each community in Calcutta would be very 
serious. Calcutta is not composed of one homogeneous community, whereas 
you have in mofuasil municipalities a moro or less homogeneous population, 
where there are Hindus or Mahomedans, or Hindus and Mahomedans, But 
here we would have classes of expenditure fundamentally different, which would 
come before the Municipal Commiasioners. We have large schools of 
the European and Eurasian element which would appeal for support, and 
large schools of the native communities. A great many of these are no 
doubt seif-supporting. Secondary education in Calcutta can be made self- 
supporting, aad that is a strong reason why aid is not necessary for this class 
of achools. But it would be a very serious task for the Corporation to do justice 
‘between all the communities which would appeal to it for aid. 

Lastly, there is this special difticulty that it isa fundamental principle whiok 
has been Jaid down by the Government of India that, asa rule, money should only 
be expended by municipalities on objects which are under municipal control’; but 
although the amendment includes cases in which the municipality might have 
such control, it allows the municipality to make grants to any schools in behalf 
of which sufficiently strong pressureis brought to bear upon it, without there 
being any control at all. 4 municipality cares to spend: money: on education, 
i think it extremely important. that they shuuld themselves exercize 2.6 
over its expenditure, aud [ would suggest that we ought te introduoy j 
sions for constituting Looal School Boards: and for the imposition: 
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educational rate, because the present rates have been certainly fixed with a 
view to the requirements of the town without taking into account an y expen- 
diture on education, and if such expenditure is to be added, I certainly think 
that power should bo given to levy an educational rate. 

_ . Far these reasons [ think it extremoly important thet the Council should 
not introduce into Calcutta the principle of applying municipal funds for the 
purposes of higher education. 


The Hon. Dr. Manenpra Lat Sircar said:—After the exhaustive speech 
of the last hon. speaker, conclusively disposing of the arguments of the hon. 
mover of the amendment, it would be superfluous for me to say much. IT would 
simply ask the Council from what fund it is contemplated to provide for the 
maintenance, support and inspection of schools, and the maintenance of free 
libraries. It must be from what is known as the General Fund; and I would 
ask if anything of that fund would remain after it had been exhausted by the 
very comprehensive items of expenditure which bad to be provided for out of 
that fund. Unless, therefore, it is intended to impose a new rate—an educa- 
tion rate—it will be found extremely difficult in practice to divert any portion 
of the Municipal Fund towards euch purposes which, in my humble opinion, has 
no direct connection with the public health, safety and convenience. Impose 
an education rate, and then we shall know what portion of the Municipal 
Fund to appropriate to educational purposes. But unless you do so, to expend 
any portion of the municipal revenues upon education will simply bo a 
fraud upon the rate-payers. With all my love for cducation, I have not 
been able to persuade myself that the provision of education forms a part 
of municipal duty. The arguments brought forward in favour of it might 
as well justify the municipality to maintain an army, a body of volunteers, Tindu 
temples, Maliomedan Masjids, Christian Churches. Tf you once adopt the prin- 
ciple of providing from the municipal fund for thp-meintenance, support, and 
inspection of schools, there would be no limit to the expenditure. Already 
there are a very large number of schools, and I hope the number will bo multi- 
plied a hundredfold. Would your municipal fund suffice for the prevision_ of 
all these schools? The community of Calcutta is a heterogeneous community, 
and the question of nationality and race will most unpleusantly spring up. 
You will huvo Windus and Malhiomedans and Christians all clamouring for sup- 
port of thoir schools from the municipal fund. Would the Commissioners bo 
able to meet all this clamour? 71f you can impose an education rate, by all 
means have such a fund and d&clare the purposes to which it should be applied, 
but not otherwise. 


The Hox. tHe ApvocarE-Gengrat said:—As I intend to vote against this 
amendment, I consider it necessary to say a few words lest my silent vote 
should be supposed to indicate that 1 do not sufficiently appreciate the argu. 
ments which the Hon. Sir Alfred Croft has adduced in favour of tho advantages 
of education, vr that I am opposed to the general views ho has expressed. If I 
could approach the subject of this discussion with the fact that the municipal 
funds of this town were unencumbered und in » flourishing condition, and 
with the assrrance that the money which would be raised would be more than 
sufficient to supply all the wants of the town in respoct of its sanitation, 
I would consider the present a proper time for discussing the question raised. 
Unless we are satisiied that the requirements of the municipality can be met in 
this respect, we are not ina position to introduce another subject of expen- 
diture. Therefore, I do not intend to consider or discuss tho question 
whether, strictly speaking, municipal institutions are concerned in education or 
not, nor even the merits of the smaller proposition put forward by tho Hon. 
Dr. Gooroo Das Banerjee in reference to the larger measure advocated by the 
‘Hon. Sir Alfred Croft; I wish to impress upon the Council that tho time has 
not arrived for these amendments. If t were perfectly satisfied that the 
funds now in: hand were not all required for sanitary purposes in particular 
"4 of' the town of Calcutta, then, as 1 said before, the question would arise, So 
¢ as the Municipal Funds. ore urgently required for sanitary and other 
spatposes, 7 would protest against enlarging the area of the subjects: to which 

; t be nrg I-would not enlurge it beyond the purposes stated in 
wa BO of the’ : 
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And here I would point out a little discrepancy between.section 36 and the 
amendments proposed to be introduced into it. Section 36 says —‘‘ The purposes 
expressly authorized by this Act shall be held to include the objects connected 
with the public safety, health ald convenience hereinafter specified,” that is to 
say—expenditure on account of certain purposes detailed in clauses (1) to (11) 
of the section. ‘To these the Hon. Sir Alfred Croft would add ‘the mainten- 
ance, support and inspection of schools, including technical schools, and the 
provision of free libraries” as a twelfth subject of expenditure. This clause 
would be governed, as the whole of the otherclauses are, by that which 
preceded them, viz. by objects connected with public safety, health or 
convenience. I assert none of these beads comprehends education and free 
libraries. The Hon. Dr. Gooroo Das Banerjee, who is a learned lawyer, per- 
ceiving very clearly that unless he could in some way associate this educational 
purpose with sanitation, or some ono of the purposes of the section, ingeniously 
connected it with sanitation. Ie said that if you givo the people education you 
purify their hearts, their thoughts and their manners, and you will consequentl 
be able to reduce your expenses of sanitation and your estxblishments, and in 
due course of timo less expenditure will be required for sanitation. But 
that is after all an indirect means of aiding sanitation. I think if he is entitled 
to use tho argument to which 1 have just adverted, I am equally entitled to 
answer it by saying if you are justified in incurring exponditure in purify- 
ing the hearts and minds of the people, why not enable them to purify and cleanse 
their bodies by the help of soap purchased out of Municipal Funds and distri- 
buted gratuitously in large quantities, and thus aid the scheme of sanitation 
by an indirect means as potent as that advocated by Dr. Gooroo Dus. I must 
not be supposed to complain of the argumont used ; I woul. merely point ont 
thai, unless ingenuity was brouglit to bear on the subject and used to afford 
some support to the position that education must be placed by tie side 
of sanitation, the motion must fail. I think I have said sufficient to 
expose the fallacy of the argument, and I earnestly ask the Council that 
unless enffisiont provision can be made for the necessary purposes of sanitation, 
we should not think of opening out new sources of expenditure for which, 
as the hon. métber in charge of the Bill had told the Council, there would be 
numerous claimants, For atime it may bo that this provision will merely 
be a permissive one. The municipal body is a large body with an experienced 
Chairman at its head. Hemay lead them in most cases rightly ; but it may 
happen that members of the Municipality, holding the views of the hon. movers: 
of these amendments, may insist upon education being provided out of 
Municipal Funds and succeed in over-ruling their opponents : in such a case there 
wuuld be grave responsibility incurred if the Municipal Funds be diverted 
from their levitimate objecta of expenditure. Under these circumstances, 
I shall oppose these amondments. 











The Hon, Basu Katt Nata Mrrrer said:—From the amendment which 
I moved on this section it will be quite evident that I am seriously alarmed 
at the prospect of expenditure which the Commissioners will not have 
the meaus to meet. L objected to “entertainments” because of ite 
being a source of expenditure, and secondary education is thrown upon 
the municipality. I certainly think that the expenditure on such an 
object would be enormous, and that the Commissioners will not be eble 
to resist the temptation of spending money under this head: the cry for help 
will be so grout that it will be impossible to resist it. When this matter was 
discussed by the Commissionors. though one party was violently opposed to the 
introduction into the Bill of education as one of the objects of expenditure, 
because the funds at disposal would nat enable them to spend money. on 
education, another party, equally strong, thought that at any rate primary 
education should be provided for. Ultimately the latter prevailed, and the 
resolution that was passed was that, so far as primary education ‘was concerned 
nome provision ought to be made. As has been very justly pointed out by the 
hon. mover of the first amendment, that at the present time some of the schaals 
which exist in the area going to be added do receive some contribution: from 
the Suburban Commissioners, it was thought proper et one time to :pres 
for them, and no further. To that limited extent Iam quit 
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to support the hon. member, because I think it right that the schools 
which at present enjoy a contribution should continue to enjoy it. But beyond 
that I am not prepared to go. The prospects of tho future municipality seem 
to me to be gloomy. Powers are being given to them in the exercise of which 
it will be necessary to have large sums at their disposal; but ax far as I have 
been ablo to see, those funds are not available. That being so, I regret [ cannot 
agree to the amendment of my hon. friend Sir Alfred Croft. 


The Hon. Dr. Gooroo Das Banexsex in reply said:—Ono of my hon. 
colleagues has been pleased to observe that the diverting of any portion of the 
municipal fund to purposes of education will be a fraud upon tie rate-payors, 
unless they are previously told that part of the taxes they are paying will bo 
devoted to that purpose, and unless an education rate is levied. We know that, 
in the suburban area at any rate, it can by no means be open to such remarks, 
because we have such provision made in the Act in force there. ‘Therefore 
take it that the strong language in which my hon. friend has criticised this 
amendment is ufter all a mattor of rhetoric and eloquence with a large measure 
of which Naturo has blossed him. But the ground upon which | based the 
amendment was that it would bea matter of bagel nec to expectations 
and vested interests to deprive the suburban schools, which already enjoy 
such contributions, from their benefit after the passing of this new law. 

‘Then with reference to the remarks of tho hon. the Advocate-Goneral, 
he observed that the time had not arrived for the appropriation of any part 
of the municipal fund to purposes of education. I freely confess that 
I feel the force of his observations and those of tho Hon. the Chairman of 
the Corporation, that for some time to come the municipal fund will be 
sufficiently taxed by new burden thrown upon it. But still 1 cannot persuade 
myself that the provision of a small contribution which the limited se»pe of 
my amendment will necessitate will be anything but romuncrative. | am 
sorry I have not beon able to place in the hands of the Advocate-General some 
of those simple sanitary primers in Bengali which ought I think to be scattered 
among the poor population of Calcutta. 1 may be a little enthusiastic in my 
admiration of these little books, and of the importance of primary cducation 
in securing free and willing obedience to our municipal regulation on the part 
of the poople. But I am notsingular in my expectations, for such expendi- 
ture has in other places heen regarded as remuncrative. ‘lhe small extent to 
which the municipal funds will be taxed will be more than returncd—if not 
immediately, certainly in the course of a few years. 


Tits Honour tHe Prestpenr said :—I think I ought to make a few remarks 
before putting this question to the vote. I confess that the turn which the 
debate has taken on this point has rather disappointed me. 1 have always been 
told that the municipality, undor the guidance of its admirablo Chairman, 
had really been doing very good and very great work during the last fifteen: 

ears. I had been Jed to suppose that they were capable of expending their 
undg with something like reason, and that really they might be left to them- 
selves in these matters. Again I havo been informed on the best authority that 
though they loved education, y.ct they also loved sanitation, und that they were 
most eager to carry out whatever was reasonable in the recommendations betore 
them. I had certainly gathered also that under the guidance of thoir able’ 
Chairman they had very considerablo powers of rosistance, but now we are 
informed that, however hard up they may be, however their funds were 
pledged to sanitation, however impossible it may be to spend money on schwols, 
yet on the very first onset the cry of the body of cducationists would be so 
strong that both they and their Chairman would be incapable of resisting the 
appeal, and that their funds would be at the mercy of everybody who cume to 
them. I am not disposed to think that the Municipal Commissioners of Calcutte 
anaso-weak. I myself. believe that, ‘with the advice and assistance they are 
likely:to get, they ‘will be capable of spending monoy, at all events on primary 
eiugation, wisely and well.. The principle has been accepted in overy towu in 
India, and:certainly elsewhere. [dont want to discuss tho necessity or the 
— y of it'in Celouted, butas a matter of principle I am not prepared to tie 
‘upthe hands.f-che munigipality, and to-say that without special legislation

‘The Hon, Dr. Gooroo Das Banersee moved that the following new clause 
be inserted alter the above :— f ; 

“ (18). Contribution to any neighbouring municipality for sanitary purposes.” 

He said that after the amalgamation the new municipality would be 
brought into immediate contact with poor municipalities on tho north, east 
and south of éhe town. These poor municipalities not being at any con- 
siderable distance from the town, the health of the town mht be affected 
by those sulle agencies by which disease is spread, so that for the health of 
the town the sanitary improvement of these poor municipalities would con- 
tinue to be as much necessary us the improvement of the suburban area, now 
going to be amalgamated, has heen felt to be for the improvement of the 
present town. And if these neighbouring municipelities are really from. want 
of funds unable to carry out sech matters, it is certainly necessary that 
the town should curtail some of its items of expenditure, for certain pur- 
poses which may without offence be considered superfluous, for the purpose of 
applying the money tu that which is necessary not only for the health of its poor 
neighbours, but also for that of the town itself. And here we have very good 
precedent. In section 70 of the Mofussil Municipal Act, there is a provision for 
making similar contributions to neighbouring municipalities.- If poor and back- 
ward municipalities in the mofussil can afford to make these contributions, there 
is no reason why the richest and most udvanced municipality of the metropolis 
should be unable to make similar contributions to irs poorer heighbours, especially 
when the contribution will be for its own welfare. [t should also be borne in 
mind that the insertion of this clause will not impose any obligation on the 
Calcutta Corporation, but will only enable it to make grants when it has funds at 
its disposal and when a fit case is made out, and the Calcutta Corporution itself 
will be the judge of such fitness. They who will be the judges have themselves 
in one sense an opposite interest, and there is no likelihood of their mak:ng an: 
such contribution unless the necessity is clearly proved and unless the ounitri- 
bution be for their own benefit. 


The Hon. Sir Henry Harrison said :—T entirely agree with the hon, mem- 
ber, and pevedy for the reason he has given. It might, for instance, ba-for 
the benefit of the health of Calcutta to assist in the sanitation of the island 
of Ovltadanga or of Chitpore or Qossipore. The municipality -would: -be 
very unlikely to sanction any expenditure unless the Comm:asiéners: were 
satisfied that a sufficient case was made out. I am afraid I shall again incur 
the criticism which His Honour the President directed against the Commissiouers. 
It is better, however, to be conscious of your own weakness’ th 
to a strength which you do not possess.

He said— Little argument is needed to show that the establishment of a 
free library in the town would be a great advuntaze to an educated population, 
and it is proposed to allow the munici ality to devote a portion of its funds to 
such a purpose. The provision would be permissive. Such a provisions is 
contained in the District Municipal Act of ‘Bombay, where Municipal Funds 
may be devoted to the maintonanco of libraries and muscums, In the particular 
case of Calcutta, the question derives importance from the fuckthat two years 
ago a proposal was actually made that the public library at ind fetculfe “Hall 
should be transferred to the control of the Calcutta Muni pality, or else 
that the Municipality should make a contribution to it. The desirability of 
having such a library was admitted, but there were two reasons why the Muni- 
cipality did not thon aecept the offer. In the first place they doubted whether 
the project was expedient at the time and in the circumstances that existed: 
but in the second place they pointed out that the Municipal Act made no 
provision for the application of Municipal Funds to such an object. The 
Governuient of Bengal, in addressing the Municipality on the subject, said that 
should the Corporation be inclined to devote its funds to such a purpose, the 
necessary provision would be introduced into the new Municipal Bill. As it 
seems to me that the question may arise hereafter as it did before, and that 
possibly the Calcutta Corporation may then desire to devote a portion of its 
funds - such a purpose, a clause enabling them to do so should be inserted in 
the Bill. : °

Reap— 
The Canal Revenue Reports for 1886-87, and the Chiet Enginces’s vote on the same. 


The total outlay direct and indirect to the close of the year 1886-87, on 
canals in Bengal, of which capital accounts are k-pt, has been Rs. 6 997,11,574. 
Of this sam Rs. 2,66,000 have been contributed by the Imperial Gove ‘rnment 
from Famine Relief and Insurance funds, Ks. 5,91,91,309 have been charged 
to loan funds, and Ks. 88,758,410 have been provided from Provincial reve- 
nues, In addition to the sums abovementioned, Rs. 7,75,855 have been 
expended on surveys, &c., for irrigation works which have not been curried 
out. ° : 

2. ‘There are now in actual operation in Bengal 8873 miles of cana! of 
which 608 mils are navigable. The total area commanded by irrigation canals 
is 2,608,846 acres, of which 4,17,821 acres, producing crops of the estimatid 
value of Rs. 93,34,374, were irrigated during the year. The total number of 
boats plying in the canals was 1,81,173, of which 27,314 were passenzer boats. 
Tue total value of goods passing tiie canals in boa's and rafts aggregated 
Rs. 7,78,30,811 approximately. 

3. The receipts from, and expenditure on, the canals in operation for tlie 
last three years, are given in the statement below, the figures include indirect

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Thé net incomb for the year was therefore Rs, 2,386,762. Interest amount- 
ing to Rs. 22,91,006 was, however, payable to the Imperial Government, 80 
that there was a deficit of Rs. 19,56,284, to be met from Provincial revenues. 
This result is unfavourable as compared with that of the previous year, and is 
owing as much toa decreaso in the receipts, the cause of which is explained 
further on, as to an increase in the expenditure owing to the necessity for 
special beavy repairs. 

4, On the Orissa canals, the occurrence of a large breach in the main weir 
of the system, that on the Mahanadi river, on the 26th June 1886, neces. 
sitated a very large outlay, of which about ono and a half lakhs wero spent 
within the year, and the rest in the following year, the work being completed 
before the rains of 1887. Considerable damag» was also caused by the floods 
of 1886 to nearly all the other weirs, the result being that, with scarcely an 
exception, the expenditure on them during 1886-87, was in excess of that 
of the previous year. On the Sone canals the repairs to the centre and 
Buroon shore sluices of the Sone weir, and the replacing of the old four feet 
thick piers by piers of six fect thickness caused an increase in the expenditure, 
On the Midnapore canal the repairs to tidal locks and silt clearance of tidal 
reaches were heavier than usual. Lastly on the Orissa Ooast Canal the repairs 
on sccount of the floods and cyclone of 1855, added about Rs. 40,000 to what 
would otherwise have probably been the cost of maintenance.

The revenue shows a falling off under both heads of water-rates and 
navigation. As regards the water-rate, the decrease is due partly to the 
falling off in the area irrigated, and partly to the much smaller amount 
of arrears to be collected as compared with tio balance at the beginning of 
the previous year.

The result for the year may be considered favourable, and shows a satis- 
factory reduction in the total amount of arrears. The remissions made 
amount to a comparatively small sum, and point to an improved system of 
working both as regards assessments and collections. 

8. To understand more clearly the results of the working of the year, it 
is necessary to distinguish between the collections of arrears and those of the 
current demand. Of the former a sum of Rs. 4,10,658 or 77 per cent. of the 
outstazdings of former years was adjusted. Of this amount 86-4 per cent, 
was collected, 5°56 written off as irrecoverable, and 81 per cent. remitted. Of 
the current year’s demands (which include Rs. 43,645 not payable till after 
the expiry of the year) Its. 2,837,196 or 25 per cent. only is left for recovery, 
0:3 per cent. was remitted and the balance collected. On the Sone canals 
very good results were obtained, more especially in the Shahabid district. A 
considerable sum of arrcars was, however, written off as irrecvverable. In Gya 
an improvement in collcc'ions is appsrent, and the remissions are unimportant, 
In Patna, although remissions are less than in the other districts, the collections 
were considerably smaller, In Orissa remissions were merely nominal ; but collec. 
tions of the current demand cannot be considered satisfactory, and resulted in an 
inercase in thearrear balance at the end of the year. The results in Midnapore 
are satisfactory both us regards collections and remissions. In Sarun the col- 
lections of the year, including arrears, amounted to lvss than one half of the 
total of the guarantee for the year, a result which must be considered far from 
satisfactory. On the whole the results of the year, with the exception noted 
above, show a considerable improvement in the working of the principal 
systems ; and the Lieutenant-Governor notices with approval that the orders 
of the Local Government have received the careful attention of, Civil officers. 
The arrears still amount, however, to a large proportion of the year’s agsess- 
ments, and Sir Steuart Bayley is hopeful that a continuance of tha measures 
introduced will result in a further reduction of arrears, and allow of greater 
facilities for the prompt realization of the current demand. 

9. Tie totat number of cortificates for the recovery of arrcars issued during 
the year was 30,504 agsinst 60,94% in the previous year in all districts, None 
were issued in the Gya District. The decrease is attributable chiefly to the 
large numbers previously issued under the stringent orders of Government 
for the recovery of arrears, but it is confidently expected that less recourse to 
this procedure will be necessary in future. The immediate effect of the 
increased exertion in collecting arrears has doubtless had its effects in bringing 
about the state of friction which subsequently rendered necessary the appoint- 
ment of a Commission to enquire into the working of the Sone Revenue 
system. z 

10, Information regarding complaints is either non-existent or -very 
meagre in the reports from Superintending Mingineers and Revenue Authorities 
so that it is impossible to say whether the canal administration worked 
su.oothly or not. ‘That it was not doing so formerly is clearly shown by 
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the: agifations of late years on the Orissa and Sone Canals; but, from what 
little can be gathered on this point in the reports, there appears to be no 
doubt that there was a decided improvgment in this respect in the year 
under review. Further information should be afforded in future reports. *

A still farther decrease in the total area under irrigation has taken place, 
and the reason is not difficult to assign. Tho decline is entirely in annual 
eases, and chiefly on the Sone canals, The season was one of favourable 
rainfall, and the need for irrigation not pressing, On the other hand the 
steady increase in the area under five-years’ leases on the Sone and in the area 
leased on the Orissa canals which is almost entirely under five-years leases, 
appears to be a satisfactory indication that the idea is gaining ground that it is 
advantageous to lease for a long term at a reduecd rate as an insurance against 
failure in » bad year of rainfall; and the result will be probably a gradual 
extension of irrigation which cannot be expect:d under a system of short leases, 
the irrigation under which is subject to fluctuation with the amount and dis- 
tribution of the rainfall.

‘There is a decrease in tollage collections on all canals except the Sone 
and Orissa Coast: ‘On the latter tue increase isdue toa further length of 
55 miles having been temporarily opened for traffic. he whole length 
has- been opened out during the current year, and the canal route from 
Gewankally on the Hooghly through to Cuttack is now established. 

13, The causes that havo led to a diminution in the receipts are chiefly 
the depression in the rice and jute trade, and do not point to any permanent 
decline in the traffic. The receipts on the Calcutta and Kastern Canals were 
also affected by alterations in tolls. In Orissa the traflic was to some extent 
impeded by the low level of the water in tho Kendrapara and High Level 
Canals, but is also due to the falling off in the exnorts of rice from the Central 
Provinces on account of absence of floods in the Mahanadi. 

14. Inthe Nuddea Rivers the receipts are higher than those of the 
previous four years, the cause being attributed to the favourable state of the 
channels and to on increase in trade generally. 

15. With the exception of the revenue report of the Superintending 
Engineer of the South-Western Circle, all the reports were reccived with fair 
punctuality. In the case of the South-Western Circle the report was delayed 
owing to the ill-health of the Superintending Bnginecr. There was an improve- 
ment in the date of receipt of the Examiner’s Finance Accounts.

The average rainfall in the immediate noighbourhood of the Orisea 
canals, calculated on the figures at thirteen stations for eighteen years, is 
56-28 inches. ‘The fall of the year 1886-87 at the same stations was 60-07 
inches, or 3°79 inches above the average. 

From statistics of rainfall in tho upper districts drained by the Mahanadi, 
it appears that the averago fall for the ycur was 16:90 inches less than that 
for the year 1885-86, and 12°97 inches less than the averase of the last six 
years, so that the volume passing down this river was much less than usual.

This aroa ought to have been included in the assessments in order to make the 
assussed and irrigated areas agree, and then shown as a froe grant. Tt 
cannot now be included in the vetwens for the yeur under review, as the details 
are wanting, but will be in future. The arca ‘leased is given hy the Deputy 
Revenue Superintendent as 87,394 acres, but of this total, 13,627 acres, inclusive 
of the area of chaukidar’s jagirs, were excluded from assessmont. ‘he practice 
in Orissa for three years past has been to delay the issue of the demand 
statements until it was finally ascertained what arcas should be exeluded trom 
assessment for such reasons as non-receipt of water, faiinve of crops, &e, Sich 
areas, more csp Hy in the ease of five-year leases, would more properly be 
shown as remissions, the demand being made at the timo laid down in the 
rules on the area as leased. ‘There does not appear to have been any authority 
for tho procedure adopted in this matter by the Canal Kevenae Deparanent, 
and it is opposed to the spirit of tho rules passed under the Lrrigation Act. 

15. ‘There is a considerable decrease in tho unauthorized or surreptitious — Vsanuonren 
irrigation, as will be seen from the foregoing statement, which decrease, accord: Bee 
ing to the Deputy Kevenue Superintendont, is “an index that there was 
little or no water to spare, especially when it was most wanted ou leased areas.” 

What this means is not very clear; but, apparently, the conclusion to be drawn 

is that, had thera not been a scarcity of wator, the area of unauthorised irriga- 

tion would have been as largo as usual ; and, if this be the case, it neither reflects 
credit on the administration, nor docs it give hope that the people are taking 

more kindly to lawful modes of irrigation. 

16. The total of the area 87,894 acres, shown as leased by the Deputy rivers 
Revenue Superintendent, cuunot bo considered correct; since for some years "8 
past 8,465 acres, which wore included in fivo-year_ le: in 1883, have been 
regular! oxcluded from assessment as non-irrigable, instead of revision being 
made of the original leases. The area excluded from ussessment as having 
suffered loss or on account of non-receipt of wator in consequence of the breach 
in the Mabanadi weir was 4,014 acres.

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The increase over the two previous years is due to the steady increase 
in the kharif irrigation, that is to say, practically, five-years’ leases; for a 
portion of the incroaso is due to the improvement in the year under review a8 
compared with 1885-86; and a portion ta the assessments for 1885-86 falling due 
in 1886 87 being larger than the assessments for 1884-85 falling due in 1485-86, 

18. No information is afforded regarding the number of complaints, their 
nature, or how disposed of. It is, however, clear that they exist from the fact 
that assessment papers are delayed for the correction of mistukes, and that 
unauthorised irrigation is always a source of complaintand friction In future 
detailed information regarding complaints, in connection both with irrigation 
(authorised and unauthorised) and with miscellaneous inatters, should be given. 
Complaints in connection with unauthorised irrigation should be clearly dis- 
tinguished from the rest. 

19, The balance of water-rates outstanding on the Ist April 1886 was 
Ris, 64,884, and the amount falling due during 1881-87, being Rs. 1,25,676, the 
amount for recovery was Rs. 1,!0,560, Of this sum, the cash realisations 
during the year aggregated Rs. 96,976, and the remissions amounted to 
Ks. 6,126. The total amount adjusted during the year under review being 
Rs. 1,03,102, the balance outstanding on the Ist April, 1887 was Rs. 87,448. 
This increase of the unrealised balance of assessments is in a great measure due 
to the breach in the Mahanadi anicut. The mere fact of the breach, even 
where damage to crops had not occurred, was considered a suflicient reason for 
lessees to he unwilling to pay the assessments on unirrigated areas, and even 
when water had been supplied they made the breach a plea for withholding 
payment. But for this accident, itis probable that the voluntary puymoents would 
have been more numerous, and the revised estimate of Rs. 1,44,000 realised,

The collection of the older arrears continues satisfactory, aud there is again 
an improvement in the reduction of amounts remitted. 

20. ‘The revenue system of the Orissa canals still remains the same, and 
the work of assessment of water-rates has not yet been made over to the officers 
of the Public Works Department. The delay was due in a great measure to 
the difficulty of re-arranging tho old establishments. An enquiry is now being 
held into the working of the Sone canals systom, and until such time as the 
report of tho Commission now har) has been considered, the introduction of 
any change does not appear advisable,
